It is preferred lo say the words of Thikr {remembrance of 
Allah) and Quran in the original Arabic. There are many benefits 
lo pronouncing ihe words in Arabic. Among these benefits in 
general is that it brings the person closer to the language of the 
Quran itself as it slowly develops and builds his vocabulary. 
Furthermore, the person will be slating the exact words as taught 
by the Prophet (S A W.) and not a translation which may or may 
noi capture die essence of the original text. Specifically, it is the 
Words of Allah (S.W.T) tit the Quran and the Dua’a taught by 
Mis Messenger (S.A.W.) that have the power and effect on Satan 
and the jinn. Therefore only the Arabic can he used in guarding 
oneself from Satan and treating those who are affected by 
sorcery and by the jinn under the control of those who practice it 
and cast spells.

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• Ibn Qudama Al-Maqdesi said, “It is knotting, Ruqya (the bad 
type), and words that are spoken or written. Those things could 
indirectly influence the bewitched person in his body, mind, or 
heart. In some instances, they can cause the person’s death. 
Otherwise, they cause sickness, and impotence in men. Some 
magic spells can cause problems between the man and his wife 
and cause them to separate. Others can make someone fall in 
love with a specific person or make someone hate a person he 
loves. 

• Ibn Al-Qayyem said, “Sorcery is a combination of actions 
caused by evil spirits that influence the outcome of the natural 
powers.” 


Definition of Sorcery 

It is a deal struck between a sorcerer and a satan. The 
sorcerer’s part of the deal is to commit Shirk (acts against 
believing in Allah) and other unlawful actions. In return, Satan 
will offer assistance and obedience to the sorcerer for whatever 
he asks. 


The means used by sorcerers to get closer and to please 
Satan: 

Some sorcerers will wear the Quran on his feet and enter the 
bathroom while wearing it. Others will write verses of the Quran 
with filthy things. Some will write verses with menstrual blood. 
Others will write Quranic verses on the bottom of their feet. 
Others will write down Surah AI-Fateha in the opposite 
direction. Some will pray without making ablution or stay in the 
state of Junub (not bathing after sexual intercourse). Some will 
sacrifice animals for Satan and not mention Allah’s Name when 
slaughtering and then throw the slaughtered animal in a place 
specified by Satan. Some will address the planets, and prostrate 
to other than Allah (S.W.T.). Some will sleep with their mothers 
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or daughters. Some will make a charm in which they write a code 
in a language other than Arabic which carries Kufr (denying faith 
in Allah) meanings. 

Thus, Satan does not help the sorcerer for free. The more the 
sorcerer is willing to disobey Allah and to commit unlawful acts, 
the more Satan is obedient to that sorcerer and the faster Satan is 
in executing the sorcerer’s commands. However, if the sorcerer 
does not execute properly the Kufr things Satan asks him to do, 
then the satan will cease to serve him and will disobey him. The 
sorcerer and Satan are close companions who meet in the 
disobedience of Allah (S.W.T.). 

If you look into the face of the sorcerer, you will see darkness 
and gloominess in his face as if he was covered with a black 
cloud. If you meet the sorcerer and learn of his life, you will see 
that he lives a miserable life with his family. Even with himself, 
he is miserable and cannot have a good sleep or sleep through the 
night. He wakes up scared many times at night. In many cases, 
the satans harm his wife and children in addition to the problems 
they cause between him and his family. Allah described the 
status of such people. 

“But whosoever turns away from My Reminder (i.e. neither 
believes in this Quran nor acts on its teachings.) Verily, for him 
is a life of hardship, and We shall raise him up blind on the Day 
of Resurrection.” (Surah Taha, verse 124)

Evidence that Jinn and Satans Do Exist 

The relationship between jinn (another, unseen creation of 
Allah) and sorcery is very strong. Jinn and satans are the main 
factors behind sorcery. Some people deny that jinn exist, and so 
they also deny that sorcery exists. I will list briefly the evidence 
that they exist. 

First 

Quranic Evidence 

1 . “And remember when We sent towards you (Muhammad) a 
group of the jinn, quietly listening to the Quran.” (Sura Al- 
Ahqaf, verse 29) 

2. “Oh you assembly of jinn and mankind! 4 Did not there 
come to you Messengers from amongst you, reciting unto you 
My Verses and warning you of the meeting of this Day of 
yours?”’ (Surah Al-Ana’am, verse 130) 

3. “Oh assembly of jinn and men! If you have power to pass 
beyond the zones of the heavens and the earth, then pass beyond 
them! But you will never be able to pass them, except with 
authority (from Allah)!” (Surah Al- Rah man, verse 33) 

4. “Say (Oh Muhammad): ‘It was revealed to me that a group 
of jinn listened (to this Quran). They said: Verily, we have heard 
a wonderful recitation.’” (Surah Al-Jinn, verse 1) 

5. “And verily, there were men among mankind who took 
shelter with the males among the jinn, but the jinn increased 
them in sin and transgression.” (Surah Al-Jinn, verse 6) 

6. “Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite enmity and hatred 
between you with intoxicants (alcoholic drinks) and gambling, 
and hinder you from the remembrance of Allah and from As- 
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Salat (the prayer). So, will you not then abstain?” (Surah Al- 
Maedaa, verse 9 1 ) 

7. “Oh you who believe! Follow not the footsteps of Shaitan 
(Satan). And whosoever follows the footsteps of Shaitan (Satan), 
then, verily he commands Al-Fahshaa’ (i.e. to commit indecency 
(illegal sexual intercourse)), and Al-Munkar (disbelief and 
polytheism (i.e. to do evil and wicked deeds; and to speak or to 
do what is forbidden in Islam)).” (Surah An-Nour, verse 21) 

Other evidence from the Quran is abundant and is known to 
many Muslims. It is enough evidence that the jinn exist since 
there is a whole Surah in the Quran that talks about the jinn. The 
word “jinn” was mentioned in the Quran twenty-two times. The 
word “Al-Jann” was mentioned seven times, the word “Satan” 
was mentioned sixty-eight times, and the word “Shayateen” 
(plural for satan) was mentioned seventeen times. 

Second 

Evidence from the Sunnah 

1. It was narrated by Muslim in his Sahih (the truest sayings of 
the Prophet) book that Ibn Masu'ood (R.A.A.) said, “One night 
we were out with the Prophet (S.A.W.), and we missed him and 
looked for him but we could not find him. We thought he had 
been kidnapped or killed. It was the worst night that we had ever 
had. In the morning, he walked back from the direction of Hira’. 
We called out, ‘Oh Prophet of Allah, we looked for you, but we 
could not find you, and we had the worst night we had ever had." 
He replied, ‘1 had a caller from the jinn who wanted me to recite 
Quran to his people.’ He look us and showed us their tracks and 
remnants of their fire. He (S.A.W.) said, ‘When they asked about 
provisions, I told them that they could have the bone on which 
Allah’s Name had been mentioned, but did not have any meat on 
it. I also told them they could have the droppings of our cattle for 
their cattle.’ Then the Prophet (S.A.W.) said to us, ‘Do not clean 
yourselves with those things for they are the food of your 
brethren.”’ 
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2, It was narrated in Al-Bukhari by Abu Saeed Al-Khudri 
(R.A.A.) that the Prophet of Allah (S.A.W.) said to him, **I see 
that you like to go out to the desert and be with your llock. IT you 
are out with your flock and you call for the prayers, then raise 
your voice since every jinn, human or anything else that hears 
your voice will witness for you on the Day of Judgment .** 

3, Al-Bukhari and Muslim narrated that Ibn Abbas (R.A.A.) 
said, ‘The Prophet (S.A-W.) went with a group of his 
companions to the market of O'qaz after the news was cut off 
between the heaven and the jinn, [f the jinn tried to get any news 
from heaven, they Would be shot with comets. When the jinn 
were asked ahout it, they said, ‘We were barricaded from getting 
the news from heaven and we were shot by comets, ’ Their 
people said, ‘Some important event must have taken place, and 
thus you were blocked from the heavens. Go and inspect the east 
and the west of the earth and see what event that was/ A group 
of those jinn then marched towards Tohama and saw the Prophet 
(S.A.W) praying Fajr behind a palm tree with his companions. 
When they heard the Quran being recited by the Prophet 
(S.A.W.). they listened carefully and then said. ‘By Allah, this is 
why we were barricaded from the news of the heavens!" When 
they went hack to their people, l hey said to them, ‘Oh our people, 
verily, we have heard a wonderful recitation. It guides to the 
right path, and we have believed therein, and we shall never join 
in worship anything with our Lord. * Allah (S.W.T.) then 
revealed to His Prophet (S.A.W.) the verse: ‘Say (Oh 
Muhammad) it lias been revealed to me that a group of jinn 
listened to the Quran.'" (Surah Al-.Tinn, verse I) 

4, A’isha (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, "The 
angels were created from light, the jinn were created from a 
flameless fire, and Adam was created from what was described 
to you."' 1

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5. Saffia Bint Il’uyay narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said. 
“Satan reaches wherever the blood reaches in the veins of the son 
of Adam." * 1 * 

6. Abdullah Ibn Omar narrated that the Prophet (S A W.) said. 
“When any of you cats, he should eat with Ins right hand, and 
when one of you drinks, he should drink with his right hand since 
Satan eats and drinks with his left hand,"' 

7. Abu Huraira narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said. ‘After 
the birth of every newborn, Satan pinches the baby and every 
baby will start its life with a scream, except for the sou of Mary 
and his mother (Mary herself)," 3 

8. Abdullah Ibn Mas’oud narrated that the Prophet was told 
about a man who slept all night (without waking up for the night 
prayer) until the morning. He (S.A.W.) said. "He is a man that 
Satan urinated in his ears (or his ear)." 4 

9. Abu Qutadu narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “The 
virtuous vision is from Allah (S.W.T.), and a bad dream is from 
Satan. Whenever someone sees something he hates, he should 
blow lightly three times to his left and ask refuge from Satan and 
he will not be harmed.”^ 

10. Abu Sa’id Al-Khudri (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) said, “When anyone of you yawns, then he should 
cover his mouth with his hand because Satan could enter," 6 

Other hadeelhs from the Prophet (S.A.W.) about the subject 
are many, but the above arc sufficient to whoever truly seeks the 
truth. As a result, it is ohvious (hat the jinn and satans are a 
reality that no doubt can be cast upon this. The one who denies

Evidence That Sorcery Exists 


First 

Evidence from the Holy Quran 

1. Allah (S.W.T.) said in the Holy Quran, “They followed what 
the Shayatin (devils) gave out (falsely of the magic) in the 
lifetime of Sulaiman. Sulaiman did not disbelieve, but the 
Shayatin (devils) disbelieved; leaching men magic and such 
things that came down in Babylon to the two angels, Harut and 
Marut. However, neither of these two (angels) taught anyone 
(such things) until they had told them, ‘We are only for trial, so 
disbelieve not (by learning this magic from us).’ And from these 
(angels) people learn that by which they cause separation 
between man and his wife, but they could not thus harm anyone 
except by Allah’s Leave. And they learn that which harms them 
and profits them not. And indeed they knew that the buyers of it 
(magic) would have no share in the Hereafter. And how bad 
indeed was that for which they sold their own selves, if they but 
knew.” (Surah Al-Baqara, verse 102) 

2. “Musa said: ‘Say you (this) about the truth when it has come 
to you? Is this magic? But the magicians will never be 
successful.’” (Surah Yunus, verse 77) 

3. “Then when they had cast down, Musa said: ‘What you have 
brought is sorcery; Allah will surely make it of no effect. Verily, 
Allah does not Set right the work of Al-Mufsidun (the evil-doers, 
corrupters). Then when they had cast down, Musa said: ‘What 
you have brought is sorcery; Allah will surely make it of no

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effect. Verily, Allah does not set right the work of Al-Mufsidun 
(the evil-doers, corrupters).”’ (Surah Yunus, verses 81-82) 

4. “So Musa conceived fear in himself. We (Allah) said: ‘Fear 
not! Surely, you will have the upper hand. ‘And throw that which 
is in your right hand! It will swallow up that which they have 
made. That which they have made is only a magician’s trick, and 
the magician will never be successful, to whatever amount (of 
skill) he may attain.’” (Surah Ta-Ha, verses 67-69) 

5. “And We revealed to Musa (saying): ‘Throw your stick,’ and 
behold! It swallowed up straight away all the falsehoods which 
they showed. Thus truth was confirmed, and all that they did was 
made of no effect. So they were defeated there and returned 
disgraced. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. They said: ‘We 
believe in the Lord of the A’alameen (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists); the Lord of Musa and Harun.’” (Surah Alaa’raf, verses 
117-122). 

6. “Say: ‘I seek refuge with (Allah), the Lord of the daybreak, 
from the evil of what He has created, and from the evil of the 
darkening (night) as it comes with its darkness; (or the moon as it 
sets or goes away), and from the evil of those who practice 
witchcraft when they blow in the knots, and from the evil of the 
envier when he envies.’” (Surah Al-Falaq) 

• Al-Qurtuhi said, ‘“and from the evil of those who practice 
witchcraft when they blow in the knots,’ means the witches who 
blow on strings and then tie them in knots and read spells on 
them.” 1 

• Ibn Jarir Al-Tabari said, “The verse is talking about the evil 
of the witches who blow on the knots that they tie with a string 
and read spells on them.” 


This is the interpretation of Al-Qurtubi. 
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The verses mentioning sorcery and sorcerers arc many and arc 
even well known to those who have only a little knowledge of 
Islam. 


Second 

Evidence from the Sunnnh 

1. A’isha (R.A.A.) said that a man from the tribe of Zureik 
called La heed I bli Al-Aa’sam to cast an evil spell on the Prophet 
(S A W.). The Prophet would think that he had done something 
that he had not done. One day — or one night - when he was with 
her, he supplicated to Allah a lot. Then he (S.A.W.) said. “Oh 
A'isha did you notice that Allah has answered my supplication? 
Two men came to me, one sat by head and the other by my feet. 
One of them said to the other, ‘What is wrong with this man?’ 
He said, ‘He is bewitched. 1 The first one said. ‘Who bewitched 
him?’ The other one said, ‘.Labced Ibn Al-Aa’sarn.’ The first one 
asked, ‘How did he cast his spell?* The other one said. Through 
a comb that had his hair on it and the small branch of a male 
palm tree.' The first man asked, ‘Where is all of this?’ The other 
man said, ‘It is in the well of Tharwan.* 

Then the Prophet (S.A.W.) went to the w r ell with a group of his 
companions. When he (S.A.W.) came back, he (S.A.W.) said. 
“Oh A’isha, the water of the well was as red as if it was mixed 
with Henna and the palm trees around it were like the heads of 
serpents." She said, "Why did yon not bring the spell up from the 
well?” He (S.A.W.) said, “Allah (S.W.T.) has cured me from it, 
and T hated that people would fight over what happened, so T 
ordered that it should be filled.”’ 

T he Meaning of the Hudecth 

The Jews had a deal with Labeed ibn Al-A'asam who was one of 
their greatest sorcerers to cast an evil spell on the Prophet

(S.A.W.) for three dinars. The evil sorcerer did the spell through 
a few hairs of the Prophet (S.A.W.) that were taken from a little 
girl who used to go to the houses of the Prophet (S.A.W.), He 
cast the spell on the hairs and placed it in the Tharwan well. 

Adding up the different narrations of the same hadeeth, we 
can conclude that the spell was a spell from knots that keeps a 
mail away from his wife, The Prophet would he under the 
impression that he wanted to sleep with one of his wives, but 
when he approached her. he could not. That spell did not affect 
his behavior or conduct in any other way; it only affected what 
was mentioned earlier. 

There were many accounts about the period of time when he 
was under the influence of that spell. Some said forty days and 
some said differently, Allah (S.W.T.) knows best. Afterwards the 
Prophet supplicated a lot to Allah, Allah answered Ills 
supplication by sending two angels in the form of two men; one 
standing by Ids head and the other by his feet, The first one 
asked, “What is wrong with him?" The other said, “lie is under 
the influence of an evil spell.** The first man asked. "Who cast 
that spell?” The other person said, “Labeed I bn Al-A'asam, the 
Jewish man." Then he explained the way that the sorcerer cast 
the spell using his hair and comb which he placed inside a small 
branch of a male palm tree. He ihen placed it under a rock inside 
the well of Tharwan, 

In other accounts, as soon as the two angels diagnosed the 
problem, the Prophet (S.A.W.) ordered that the witchcraft be dug 
up and buried somewhere else, Some said he burned it, 

Alt the different narrations of the hadeeth indicate that the 
Jews were behind this evil spelt which was considered very 
powerful magic. Their goal was to kill the Prophet (S.A.W.), it is 
known that some magic can kill. However, the Prophet (S,A,W.) 
was protected from the plotting of men. That is why the 
influence of that spell was reduced to only a spell blown on 
knots. 
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• Doubt Caused by this Hadeeth 

A!-Mazeri, may Allah have mercy on him, said, “This 
hadeeth was denied by many innovators claiming that it lessens 
the status of the prophethood, and they cast doubt on it. They 
said that believing in this hadeeth prohibits peopie from trusting 
in the religion. They also claimed that it was possible that the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) did not really see Jibril (Archangel Gabriel), 
that he was only imagining seeing him, and that revelation was 
not coming down on him, but he was only imagining that too .” 

The answer to those casting such doubts is that there is 
absolutely no relevance to what they said since the evidence of 
the truthfulness of the message lies in the miracles that came 
down upon the Prophet (S.A.W.). Thus we absolutely believe 
everything he says, and we definitely believe that Allah protected 
him from being harmed by the people. Anything that disagrees 
with what is said here is considered untrue and lacks evidence. 

Abu Al-Jukani Al-Yusufi, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said: 

“As for the Prophet (S.A.W.) getting sick as a result to this 
evil spell, that did not affect in any ways his status as a Prophet. 
Sickness that does not diminish the physical appearance of the 
Prophet often occurs with the prophets. Their level in the 
Hereafter is elevated, may Allah have peace on all of them. 
However, if a prophet thinks he did something out of the worldly 
concerns that he did not actually do, then he can be totally cured 
from that problem because Allah (S.W.T.) reveals to him the 
place of the magic, and then teaches him how to get rid of it. All 
of that does not affect prophethood since this is a disease like 
other diseases that sometimes befall on the prophets without 
affecting their message.” 

“Nothing affected the mind of the Prophet (S.A.W.); the 
problem was only physical. He (S.A.W.) just thought that he 
touched one of his wives when he had not done so. That only 
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happened during the time of the illness, and it did not affect 
relaying the message.” 

it is amazing that those who said this story could demean the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) and his message. Neither did they realize that 
such talk conflicts with the story of Musa (S.A.W.) and the 
magicians of the Pharaoh. Their magic made Musa think that 
their ropes were snakes moving about, but Allah strengthened 
him by revealing the trick behind their illusion, Allah (S.W.T.) 
said in the Holy Quran, “We (Allah) said: ‘Fear not! Surely, you 
will have the upper hand, And throw that which is in your right 
hand! It will swallow up that which they have made. That which 
they have made is only a magician’s trick, and the magician will 
never be successful, to whatever amount (of skill) he may attain.’ 
So the magicians fell down prostrate. They said: ‘We believe in 
the Lord of Harun and Musa." (Surah Taha, verses 68-70) 

Not one of the scholars or the people of wisdom ever said 
that the illusion that Musa saw diminished his prophethood or 
affected his message. On the contrary, events like this strengthen 
the prophet and increase his conviction since he sees Allah’s 
support for him and that He makes him victorious over his 
enemies. He (S.A.W.) reveals His Might through miracles 
performed by the prophet in front of the people present, He 
(S.W.T.) defeats the magicians and the sorcerers and gives good 
reward to his prophets and their followers from among the true 
believers. 

2. Abu Huraira narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Avoid 
the seven things that could make you perish.” They said, “What 
could they be, oh Prophet of Allah?” He (S.A.W.) said, 
“Associating idols with Allah, sorcery, killing the soul that Allah 
has made sacred except according to the true law, dealing with 
usury, wasting the orphan’s money, escaping the battlefield, and 
accusing the pious and chaste women with adultery.” 1 


1 Narrated by Al-Bukhari and Muslim 
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One of the benefits of this hadeeth is the fact that it confirms 
that sorcery is unlawful and is considered a grievous sin in Islam 
that could lead to Kufr (total disbelief in Allah). It also indicates 
that sorcery is a fact and not fiction. 

3. Ibn Abbas (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, 
“Whoever seeks the knowledge of astrology is actually seeking 
sorcery, and the more he learns, the more he is into sorcery.” 

The benefit of this hadeeth is that the Prophet (S.A.W.) had 
explained one of the methods of teaching sorcery in an indirect 
way. He warned them against seeking it in this science, which 
indicates also that sorcery is a science. Another evidence that 
sorcery is a science is from the verse where Allah (S.W.T.) says 
in the Quran, “They followed what the Shayateen (devils) gave 
out (falsely of the magic) in the lifetime of Sulaiman. Sulaiman 
did not disbelieve, but the Shayateen (devils) disbelieved, 
teaching men magic and such things that came down at Babylon 
to the two angels, Harut and Marut, but neither of these two 
(angels) taught anyone (such things) till they had said, ‘We are 
only for trial, so disbelieve not (by learning this magic from us).’ 
And from these (angels) people learn that by which they cause 
separation between man and his wife, but they could not thus 
harm anyone except by Allah’s Leave. And they learn that which 
harms them and profits them not. And indeed they knew that the 
buyers of it (magic) would have no share in the Hereafter. And 
how bad indeed was that for which they sold their ownselves, if 
they but knew.” (Surah Al-Baqara, verse 102) 

The above verse explains that sorcery is a science to be learned 
with the foundations and principles that it is based on. Both the 
Quranic verse and the hadeeth reveal how bad sorcery is. 

4. Pmran Ibn Hussein narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, 
“He is not one of us who believes in Tattayyur and the one who 
will do Tattayyur for him, the one who goes to a fortune teller 
and the fortune teller, and the one who goes to a sorcerer and the 
sorcerer. Moreover, whoever goes to a soothsayer and believes 
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what he said then he has disbelieved in what was revealed to 
Muhammad ($,A,W,) (i.e. Islam)." 1 

Taitayyur, or believing in omens, was a practice among the 
Arabs during the Jahiliya fp re- Islamic times). A person intending 
travel would ask someone to release a bird from the cage; if the 
bird 11 cw to the right then he would travel. If the bird few to the 
left, he would not travel. 

This hadeeth also indicates that sorcery does exist, otherwise 
the Prophet (S.A.W) could not have made something unlawful 
that docs not exist. 

5. Abu Musa Al-Asha'ari (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) said, "A man who is addicted to drinking wine 
(alcohol) will not enter Paradise, nor will a believer in sorcery, or 
one who has cut off his relationships with his kin."’ 

The meaning of the hadeeth is that there are three types of 
people who do not enter Paradise until they serve their term in 
the Hellflre for committing these sins, 

a- The one addicted to drinking: He is the one who has 
reached the stage where he is drinking constantly. 

b- A believer in sorcery: He is the one who believes that 
sorcery in itself and by itself affects people, and that it is 
not by Allah's Will and Destiny. 

c- The one who cut off his relationships with his kin: He 
does noi visit his relatives or ask to help them. 

One of the benefits of the hadeeth is that the Prophet said it is 
unlawful to believe that sorcery affects anything all by itself and 
that the believer should have the conviction that sorcery or

6. Ibn Mas’oud (R.A.A.) said, “Whoever goes to a soothsayer, a 
sorcerer, or a fortune teller and believes in what he tells him, 
then he denounces what was revealed to Muhammad (S.A.W.) 
(i.e. committed Kufr).” 


Third 

The Opinions of the Scholars 

1. Al-Khatabi, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “A 
group of people who followed their own logic denied the 
existence of sorcery. However, sorcery does exist and has been 
witnessed by many. Most of the nations like the Persians, the 
Arabs, the Indians, and some of the Romans believed that it 
exists. We know that these nations had the most advanced 
knowledge at one time and were the best and the wisest of 
nations.” 

“Allah had said in the Quran, Teaching men sorcery 
(magic),’ and Allah ordered us to ask refuge with Him from 
magic, ‘And from the evil of those who practice witchcraft when 
they blow on the knots.’” 

“The Prophet also narrated many hadeeths concerning 
sorcery. Anyone who denies sorcery is denying something that 
can been seen and examined by the senses.” 

“The scholars have formulated laws and punishments 
against the sorcerers. If there was any doubt about its existence, 
the scholars would not have had studied it so extensively and 
issued all those rulings on it. Denying sorcery is mere ignorance 
and trying to prove the contrary to such claims is a total waste of 
time.” 
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2. A!-Qurtubi t may Allah have mercy on his soul, said. "The 
Sunnis have agreed that sorcery does exist and that it has a true 
nature. However, the Mu'tazilis (a school of thought that no 
longer exists) and Ishaq AHsterbadi, who is one of the 
companions of ALShafe’ii, said that sorcery does not have a true 
nature. To them sorcery is only magic tricks and illusions which 
give false impressions. They also said that sorcery is only fast 
moves and delusions just like what Allah (S.W.T.) described in 
the Holy Quran in the case of Musa and the magicians, ‘He 
(Musa) was under the illusion of their magic and that he thought 
that it (the ropes) did slither.' He (S.W.T.) did not say ihai it was 
really slithering, but Musa (S.A.W.) only thought so. He 
(S.W.T.) also said, "They bewitched the eyes of the people." 

Al-Qurtubi continued, ‘These claims are not valid proof 
because magic tricks and illusions are part of sorcery. However 
there arc other things that go beyond tricks and delusions, and 
reason docs not contradict that they have been seen or heard. 
This is what the Quranic verse is talking about when it mentions 
sorcery and the conditions that arc put on the person who wants 
to learn about it. If it had not been a science with a true and 
existing nature, then it would not have been something to be 
learned, and Allah would not have told us about those who teach 
it to people ” 

"Allah (S.W.T.) said in the Iloly Quran. 'And they displayed 
a great magic.’ (Surah Al-AaYaf, verse 1 1 fi). The scholars have 
agreed that the reason behind the revealing of Surah Ai-Falaq is 
the spell that Labeed Ibn Al-An*sam cast on him (S.W.T,), Al- 
Bukhari and Muslim have both narrated that A’isha said that the 
Prophet (S.W.T.) was bewitched by a Jewish person called 
Labeed Ibn Al-Aa’sam from the tribe of Xureik In the hadeeth 
she (R-A-A.) mentioned that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said when the 
spell was broken, ‘Allah (S.W.T.) has cured me,’ Cure can only 
he after sickness, thus indicating that sorcery is real and that it 
causes illness. It is an undisputablc fact since Allah (S.W.T.) and 
the Prophet (S.A.W.) said it existed. The consensus of the 
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Muslims is of that opinion too. and whoever says anything 
different like the Mu’tazelln is going against the truthful 
consensus of the Muslims." 

“Sorcery was widespread in the old times and people 
practiced it in great numbers. We do not sec any of the 
companions or the first generation after the Prophet (S.A.W.) 
denying its existence either.” 

3. Al-Mazeri, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “Sorcery 
is known to exist and it is a science that has its rules. Its effect on 
people is obvious too. This is in contrary to what some people 
say; that it docs not exist, that it docs not have a true nature, and 
that it is only illusions that arc not based on fact.” 

“The claim that sorcery is only an illusion is not truly based 
on fact since Allah (S.W.T,) had mentioned it in His Holy Bonk. 
He (S.W.T.) said that it is taught to people and that the one 
seeking that knowledge will be told not commit Kufr by learning 
it. Furthermore, true harm can be inflicted on people by it, such 
as the separating of a man and his wife. In the hadeeth of the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) about being bewitched, it was mentioned that 
something was buried and then it was taken out. This is an 
indication that sorcery exists and there arc certain methods to 
performing it” 

“It is accepted logically that Allah (S.W.T.) will create, 
when the sorcerer utters certain false words or when he mixes 
certain materials together, things that break the rules thal 
normally govern the world around us ” 

“Some of the materials they mix together could be poisons 
that kill or that can cause illness. The sorcerer sometimes uses 
drugs that can heal, but lie uses them in a manner that he only 
knows about in order to cause harm to others or separate a man 
and his wife.” 
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4. Al-Nawawi, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “The 
truth is that sorcery has a true nature and that is the opinion of the 
consensus of the scholars in addition to the proof from the Quran 
and the true Sunnah." 

5. Ibn Qudama, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
“Sorcery has a true nature. Some kinds of sorcery cause death, or 
sickness, or prevent the man from sleeping with his wife 
(impotency), or serve to separate them.” 

“Sorcery has been a common practice in some communities 
where spells are made to keep men from approaching their wives 
and when the spell is broken by some other method, then the man 
is normal again. This proves the influence of sorcery.” 

“Also, the number of accounts of events of sorcery that have 
been witnessed by many people is also a proof that sorcery 
exists." 

6. Abu Muhammad Al-Maqdessi, may Allah have mercy on his 
soul, spoke about those who tie knots in strings and blow in his 
book Al-Kafi. “Sorcery is a combination of magic spells, ruqyas, 
and knotting that influence the mind and the body. The result 
varies from getting ill to separation to getting killed, Allah said 
in the Holy Quran, ‘And from these (angels) people learn that by 
which they cause separation between man and his wife.’ He 
(S.W.T.) also said, ‘And from the evil of those who practice 
witchcraft when they blow on the knots.’ He means the witches 
that cast a spell in them. Had sorcery not existed, then Allah 
(S.A.W.) would not have ordered us to ask refuge from it.” 

7. Ibn Al-Qayem, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “The 
Quranic verse, ‘And from the evil of those who practice 
witchcraft when they blow on the knots,’ and the hadeeth 
narrated by A’isha (R.A.A.), both talk about the influence of 
sorcery and that it does exist.” 
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8. Abu Al-I’izz Al-H’anafi, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said, “The scholars have debated extensively about the reality of 
sorcery and its different kinds. The majority of the scholars say 
that its effect could lead to the death of the one under the spell or 
his illness without seeing any outside marks on his body.”

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Chapter Three 


Types of Sorcery 

• The Types of Sorcery According to Al-Razi: 

Abu Abdullah Al-Razi said that there are eight different types 
of sorcery. 

• The First Type 

“(This) is the sorcery of the Kildanis and the Kishdanis who 
were two nations that worshipped the seven moving planets. 
They believed that those planets were in charge of the world and 
that they caused the good and the evil. These were the people to 
whom Allah sent the Prophet Ibrahim (S.A.W.).” 

• The Second Type 

“It is the type where the person is under delusions even 
though the person might have a strong personality.” 

Al-Razi said that delusion can affect the person in such a way 
that he can walk on a tree trunk when it is on the ground, but not 
if it is over a running river. 

He also said that the doctors agree that delusions in some 
people prevent them from looking at the red color for example. 
Some cannot look at things that shine or rotate and that human 
soul can easily fall under the influence of such delusions. 

• The Third Type 

“This kind of sorcery is where the sorcerer seeks help from 
the earthly, spiritual world; i.e. the jinn who are of two kinds, the 
believing ones and the nonbelieving ones who are the satans.” 

“Some people saw a good business opportunity in getting in 
touch with the spirit world. They could make an easy buck by 
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writing ruqyas 1 on scraps of papers by which they cast their 
spells and take control of people. This kind of spell is called Al- 
A ’ azaem .” 

• The Fourth Type 

“This kind is not true sorcery; it is only illusions and magic 
tricks. The illusionist here uses his quickness to do his trick 
while the eye is busy concentrating on another thing.” 

“A good illusionist does the kind of trick that will take the 
breath away and make the audience concentrate on watching one 
thing while he is doing something else. That is when he does his 
other trick that will astonish them. Had it not been that the 
illusionist tricked the audience into looking at something other 
than the real deception, he would have been exposed and people 
would then know the reality of his illusion.” 

• The Fifth Type 

“This is the amazing machinery that some people can put 
together based on geometrical rules like the knight sitting on his 
horse, carrying a horn and every hour on the hour, he blows his 
horn without anyone touching it.” 

“Similarly, this is the way that they make clocks.” 

“This in reality is not considered magic or sorcery since it is 
based on scientific rules that can be manipulated by those who 
know them.” 

I must add that these are not acts of sorcery and they are 
familiar things in modern times due to the great advancement in 
technology that is the reason behind the creation of many 
wonders. 

• The Sixth Type 

“This type consists of some medicines or ointments that 
have a strange influence on man.” 


1 These are the bad ruqyas that carry Shirk, Kufr and a great loss in the end. 
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“One must know that this kind of effect on people is 
undeniable, and the influence of magnets on people has been 
seen by many.” 

• The Seventh Type 

“This is to control the mind of the person when the sorcerer 
claims that he knows the Great Name and the jinn obey him in 
everything he orders them to do. If that person happens to have a 
weak personality and a narrow mind, then he will believe the 
sorcerer. That belief will change into fear and later to a total 
obedience to the sorcerer who can then do anything he wants to 
that person.” 

• The £ighth Type 

“This type is to walk among people with calumny and to get 
closer to many transparent and light faces . 1 This is common 
among many people.” 

Ibn Kathir, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “Al- 
Razi’s classification of sorcery included things that are not 
sorcery. However, he used the linguistic definition of sorcery or 
magic which included anything that depended on tricks, 
quickness, or anything else that its cause is unknown.” 


Types of Sorcery According to AI-Ragheb 

Al-Ragheb called it sorcery when describing different 

things. 

The First Type 

Sorcery or magic is anything considered transparent and 
light. One can say that he cast a spell on somebody and really 
mean that he had attracted him or her. Another meaning is what 
the poet described as the magic of the eyes or when describing

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nature as enchanted or magical. Allah (S.W.T.) said describing 
people who think they have no choice, “Nay, we are people 
bewitched,” meaning that they are taken away from believing in 
Allah. Some people say, “He is saying magical words.” 

The Second Type 

This is anything that is connected to illusions and quickness 
of the hands. 

The Third Type 

This is any extraordinary thing that is the result of the 
cooperation between a sorcerer and a jinni. Describing that, 
Allah (S.W.T.) said, “But the satans have disbelieved by teaching 
people magic (sorcery).” 

The Fourth Type 

This includes the type that deals with addressing the planets 
and claiming to seek spirituality from them. 


Clarifying and Investigating Sorcery 


Reviewing what both Al-Razi and Al-Ragheb said, we find 
that they included many extraneous things to sorcery. The reason 
for that is that they included all the possible linguistic meanings 
of the word magic. Thus we see that they included acrobatics and 
illusions. They even considered the spreading of slander and lies 
a sort of magic since it is an unseen thing that could make people 
become enemies. 

However, all of the other definitions do not concern us in this 
hook. What we are concerned about in this research is true 
sorcery where the sorcerer depends on the jinn to perform his 
magic and to cast his spells. Another truth that should be 
clarified here is that we Muslims believe that Allah (S.W.T.) is 
the Creator and that the planets are created by Him and that they 
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do nut have any spirituality or influence on the lives of the 
people. 

Someone may question that since he has seen a sorcerer 
addressing the planets and calling the planets by their names and 
then that sorcerer seemed to fulfill Ids promise through those 
planets right in front of them. The answer to such a question is 
that even if the sorcerer has shown that person his magic, that 
magic was not a result of the influence of the planets. It is a 
result of the actions of satans and jinn. Satans or the jinn could 
be misleading the sorcerer himself and making him or her think 
that they are in touch with the spirituality of the planets. This is 
just like when the nonbelievers used to talk to their idols and the 
jinni would answer from inside the idol, making people think that 
the stone itself was the one talking. May Allah (S.W.T.) protect 
us from the plotting of Satan and the evils of the jinn and other 
people.

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Chapter Four 


How Does a Sorcerer Summon a Jinni? 

The Relationship between the Sorcerer and the Jinni 

In most cases, there is a certain deal that is struck between 
the sorcerer and the jinni. The sorcerer agrees to perform certain 
acts that are shirk (associating others) with Allah (S.W.T.) or 
even acts of blunt Kufr. Satan then will help the sorcerer or will 
deploy a jinni to serve that sorcerer. 

The jinni who usually makes the deal with the sorcerer is a 
jinn tribal leader. After the deal is made, this tribal leader will 
order one of his worst jinni subjects to serve and obey the 
sorcerer. The jinni can tell the sorcerer anything that he knows 
has happened in the past, and he can separate two people, make 
someone fall in love with a certain person or make a certain man 
incapable of approaching his wife. There are other things that the 
jinni could do for the sorcerer as well. 

The sorcerer will order the jinni to perform many evil acts. If 
the jinni did not obey the sorcerer like he wanted him to obey, 
then the sorcerer can write some statements to the jinni leader in 
which he glorifies him and ask his assistance (and not from Allah 
(S.W.T.)). In return, the jinni leader will punish the jinni servant 
and order him to obey the sorcerer again or he will find some 
other jinni to help the sorcerer. 

Thus it becomes obvious that the relationship between the 
sorcerer and the jinni is based on hatred and slavery and 
therefore not a good one. In many cases, we see that the jinni 
harms the sorcerer’s family or his property. In other cases, the 
jinni will harm the sorcerer himself without making it obvious. 
He will cause the sorcerer to have severe headaches, a bad case 
of insomnia, or wake up at night frightened. In many cases, the 
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sorcerer cannot have children because the jinni servant will kill 
the embryo inside the mother’s womb. Many sorcerers have left 
dealing with witchcraft in order to have children, 

! treated a case of a woman that was under a spell from a 
sorcerer. When I recited Quran on her, the jinni servant spoke 
from her tongue and said that he would not come out of her 
body. I asked him, “Why not?” 

He said, “I fear that the sorcerer might kill me.” 

“You can escape to a place where the sorcerer could not 
reach you,” I suggested. 

He said, “He will send jinn that will bring me back to him," 

I said, “If you embrace Islam and announce your repentance 
sincerely, we can with Allah’s (S.W.T.) help teach you verses 
from the Quran that will protect you from the evil of the bad 
jinn.” 

“No, I want to stay a Christian,” he insisted. 

“There is no compulsion in the religion, The important thing 
is to leave this woman’s body.” 

“I will not,” he replied. 

Then 1 told him, “Then we will have to recite Quran on you 
until, by the will of Allah (S.W.T.), you will burn.” Then 1 beat 
him violently until he cried. He then said that he would leave her 
body. He did leave; all praise and thanks belong to Allah 
(S.W.T.), the Lord of all of the worlds. 

It is known that the more Kafir the sorcerer is, the more the 
jinni obeys him and the faster he performs his wishes, and vice 
versa. 

How does a sorcerer summon a jinni? 

There are many methods of contacting the jinn. Alt of these 
methods contain Shirk or outright Kufr of Allah (S.W.T.). In this 
book, Allah willing, I will mention eight of these methods and 
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point out briefly the kind of Shirk or Kufr committed. I clarified 
a few points since I think that the average Muslim might not be 
able to differentiate between Quranic treatment and treatment by 
sorcery itself. The Quranic treatment is derived from faith in 
Allah while the sorcery treatment is derived from a satanic cult. 
What makes it even more ambiguous to naive people is that they 
write some Quranic verses in their spells. When that person hears 
Quran, he will then think that he is being treated with the Quran. 
Then he will completely trust the sorcerer and do anything he 
tells him to do. That is why I am exposing such people and their 
evil methods of deviating others. 

The First Method 

The Method of Swearing 

In this method, the sorcerer enters a dark room, lights a fire 
and sprinkles on the fire the kind of incense that is appropriate to 
the request. For example, casting a separation spell on two 
people and making them hate each other requires incense that has 
a bad smell. If the sorcerer was casting a spell to make two 
people love each other or if he was breaking a spell on a man that 
was “knotted” from approaching his wife, then the incense 
should have a nice smell. After the incense is burnt, the sorcerer 
then starts his chant where he says Kufr statements and 
statements that glorify the master jinni and seek help from them. 

During the time of performing the seance, the sorcerer, may 
Allah curse him, must be unclean or wearing an unclean dress. 
After the Kufr chant is read, a ghost appears before him in the 
shape of a dog or serpent or something else. The sorcerer will 
then order him to do whatever he wants. At other times nothing 
will show up, but he will hear voices. Perhaps nothing of that 
sort happens, but the sorcerer ties a knot on something that 
belongs to the person that will be under the spell. This could be 
his hair or even a piece of his clothing that carries the smell of 
his sweat. Then the sorcerer will order the jinni to do anything he 
wants him to do. 
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After studying the above method, we can deduce the 
following. 

1 . Jinn prefer dark rooms. 

2. Jinn feed on the smell of the incense on which the Name 
of Allah was not mentioned. 

3. It is obvious that this method includes Shirk since the 
sorcerer swears by the jinn instead of Allah and seeks their help. 

4. The jinn prefer filth, and they are closer to filthy people. 
The Second Method 

The Method of Slaughtering 

In this method the sorcerer uses a bird,a chicken or a dove 
with certain characteristics that the jinni has specified. Mainly, 
the animals picked are black in color since the jinn prefer the 
black color. The sorcerer will then slaughter it without 
mentioning Allah’s name over it. 

In some cases the sorcerer will wipe the blood of the 
slaughtered animal on the patient. He then throws the remains of 
the animal in a deserted place near ruins, old wells or abandoned 
areas; these are the dwellings of the jinn. The sorcerer will not 
mention Allah’s Name when he throws out the remains and then 
will go back to his place and order the jinni to do whatever he 
asks him. 

Comments 

The Shirk involved in this method is divided into two parts. 
First: 

Slaughtering for the jinn is unlawful according to the 
consensus of the scholars; it is an obvious Shirk with Allah 
(S.W.T.). The Muslim is neither allowed to eat from it nor 
perform such acts. Despite that fact, many ignorant people do 
such abhorant acts all the time. Yahya Ibn Yahya narrated that 
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Ibn Wahab told him that some people dug up a spring and 
wanted it to run. They slaughtered for the jinn so that they would 
not stop it from running. They distributed the food to the poor. 
When that news reached Ibn Shehab Al-Zuhri, he said, “As for 
the slaughtering, it is unlawful and feeding it to the people is 
unlawful too. The Prophet (S.A.W.) prohibited us from eating 
what was slaughtered for the jinn.” 

In Sahih Muslim, Ali Ibn Abi Taleb (R.A.A.) narrated that 
the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Allah has cursed those who slaughter 
for something other than Allah.” 

Second: 

The spell they cast by reading a chant consists mainly of 
Shirk statements that are clearly sacrilegious according to Ibn 
Taimiah, and he mentioned this in more than one place in his 
books. 

The Third Method 
The Lowlife Method 

This method is known among the sorcerers as the “lowlife 
method” because the sorcerer has a large group of satans that he 
controls and they execute his orders. They consider him to be the 
greatest sorcerer and the most atheistic, may Allah curse him. 

This method can be summarized as follows. The sorcerer, 
may he get consecutive curses from Allah (S.W.T.), wears the 
Quran on his feet, enters the toilet and starts reading his Kufr 
chant inside the toilet. After that he leaves the toilet and goes into 
a room where he sits and orders the jinn to do whatever he 
pleases. The jinn hurry to execute his orders because he 
committed such a great sin and great Kufr against Allah 
(S.W.T.). He then becomes a brother to those satans. In reality he 
has lost greatly, and all he won is the eternal damnation of Allah 
(S.W.T.). 

It is conditional that in order for the sorcerer to be considered 
as one of the “lowlife”, he has to commit many grievous sins 
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such as adultery, homosexuality, incest, and curse all the 
monotheistic religions in order to please Satan. 

The Fourth Metho 
The Method of Filth d 

In this method the cursed sorcerer writes a Surah from the 
Quran with menstruation blood or other kinds of filth, and then 
he says his Shirk chant and the jinni shows himself to him and 
obeys his orders. 

It is also obvious that this method is too full of Shirk and 
Kufr because demeaning a verse or a surah from the Quran is 
considered Kufr in Allah (S.W.T.). Writing the Quran with filth 
is the worst kind of degradation and Kufr. We ask refuge with 
Allah from such sinners and ask the Almighty to strengthen our 
hearts and make us steadfast to His Religion and that we die as 
Muslims and are resurrected with the Prophet (S.A.W.) who is 
the best of the creation. 

The Fifth Method 

The Method of Writing the Spell from Left to Right 

In this method the sorcerer, may Allah curse him, writes a 
surah of the Quran one letter at a time inversely, meaning from 
the end to the beginning, and then he says his Kufr chant and 
then the jinni comes and receives orders. 

This too is a Kufr method that contains a lot of Shirk. 

The Sixth Method 
The Method of Astrology 

This method is also called the observatory method since the 
sorcerer waits on a certain star to shine then addresses that star 
through chants that contain shirk statements. Then he performs 
certain acts and claims that he is summoning the spirit of the star. 
In fact what he is doing he is performing acts of worship for that 
star. Some sorcerers do not know that they are indirectly 
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worshipping that star and the satans will obey the orders of this 
cursed sorcerer, but the sorcerer will feel that the star is what 
helped him. The sorcerers normally claim the spell cannot be 
broken until the star shines again and in some cases the stars do 
not shine again for another year. Therefore when the star shines 
again, they recite their Shirk hymns and seek assistance from the 
star to break the spell 

It is clear that in this method the star is glorified and it can 
neither harm nor benefit anybody. It is clear Shirk since it is 
associating a star with Allah (S.W.T.) not to mention the Kufr 
statements that they use. 

The Seventh Method 

The Method of Reading the Palm of the Hand 

In this method the sorcerer uses a young boy that has not 
reached puberty and has not made ablution. He takes the boy’s 
hand and draws a square on it. He then writes around the four 
sides of the square an incomprehensible code that is made up of 
words that contain Shirk. Then he puts oil and a blue tulip (or oil 
and blue ink) in the palm of the boy in the middle of the square. 
Next he writes a spell with separate letters on a rectangular piece 
of paper. The paper then will be placed over the face of the little 
boy like an umbrella. He places a small hat on the boy’s head in 
order to keep the paper from falling. After that, they cover the 
boy with a heavy piece of cloth. During the procedure, the boy is 
mostly unaware of what is happening since they do this in a dark 
room. When the sorcerer starts reading his Kufr spell, the boy 
starts seeing light and figures moving in the palm of his hand. 
The sorcerer will then ask the boy about what he sees and the 
boy will say that he sees a man. The sorcerer will then say, “Tell 
the man you see that the sorcerer orders you to do this or that.” 
The boy will see the man doing what he is ordered to do. 

This method is mainly used for finding lost things. This 
method also contains a lot of Shirk and Kufr statements when 
they recite the spell which consists of words that cannot be 
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understood. However, there are people who can cure this 
problem of losing things with Quranic recitation, and that is due 
to Allah (S.W.T.). 

The Eighth Method 
The Method of the Traces 

In this method the sorcerer asks the patient for something that 
contains “traces" of himself such as a handkerchief, turban, shirt, 
or anything that carries the sweat (or hair, odor, etc.) of the 
person. He then measures the length of four fingers in the item, 
cuts it out, and holds tightly onto it. He then will recite Surah Al- 
Takathur or any other short Surah from the Quran loudly. Then 
he will read his Shirk chant in secret. Alter that he calls on the 
jinn and will tell them about the illness. If the illness was caused 
by the jinn, then the cut piece will get shorter. If the illness was 
caused by the envious eye, then the piece will gel longer. If it 
stays four-fingers long, then the illness is medical and the 
sorcerer will tell the patient to go to the regular doctor. 

Comments 

1, The sorcerer fools the patient by reciting the Quran 
loudly while in fact he is reading Shirk statements in secret. 

2, He seeks the jinn's assistance, calls on them, and makes 
supplications to them; all of that constitutes grievous Shirk 
against Allah (S.W.T.). 

3, The jinn arc known to lie a lot. so therefore no one can 
know whether they arc telling the truth or not when they answer 
a question or suggest something. We have tested the jinn many 
times and found out that they sometimes toll the truth, but most 
of the time they lie. Some patients have come to us telling us that 
they were told by some sorcerer that they were influenced by the 
envious eye where in fact they were not, and when we recited 
Quran on them the jinni came out and spoke. 

Other methods may exist, but I am not familiar with them. 
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Signs by Which One Can Recognize the Sorcerer 

If you find one of the following signs in the person who 
claims to treat people with the Quran, then you can assume that 
he is a sorcerer. 

1. If he asks about the name of the patient and his mother’s 
name. 

2. If he asks for something with traces of the patient such as 
his garment, hat, handkerchief, undershirt, etc. 

3. If he asks for a specific animal to slaughter, if he 
slaughters it without mentioning the Name of Allah, if he wipes 
the body of the patient with its blood, or if he throws the 
slaughtered animal in deserted place. 

4. If he writes spells. 

5. If he reads spells which cannot be understood. 

6. If he gives the patient a closed piece of paper that they 
call a hijab and which contains a square with words or numbers 
written in it. 

7. If he asks the patient to isolate himself from other people 
in a dark room by himself for a specific period of time. They call 
this method Al-Hijba (the seclusion). 

8. If he asks the patient not to take a bath for forty days. 
This request indicates that the jinni serving the sorcerer is a 
Christian. 

9. If he asks the patient to bury certain things in the ground. 

10. If he gives the patient certain papers to burn and breathe 
its smoke. 

1 1. If he mumbles words that are not understood. 

12. If the sorcerer tells the patient his name and the country 
from which he originally came and the problem for which he 
came. 
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13. If the sorcerer writes separate letters on a piece of paper 
that he calls the hijab or on a small platter made of white ceramic 
and orders the patient to soak it in water and drink that water. 

If you happen to know that the person you are going to is a 
sorcerer, then do not continue to go or otherwise you will be 
considered a Kafir. The Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Whoever went 
to a soothsayer and believed what he said, then he denounced 
what was revealed to Muhammad (S.A.W.).” 1

The Ruling on Sorcery According to Islamic 
Jurisprudence 


The Ruling of the Sorcerer in Islamic Jurisprudence 


1. Imam Malek, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
“The sorcerer that performs magic that no one else can perform 
is like the one Allah (S.W.T.) described in the Holy Quran, ‘Anc 
indeed they knew that the buyers of it (magic) would have n< 
share in the Hereafter. And how bad indeed was that for whicl 
they sold their ownselves, if they but knew.’ (Surah Al-Baqara. 
verse 102). Thus I believe that the sorcerer should be killed for 
committing that crime himself.” 1 

2. Ibn Qudama, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
“The ruling of Islam is to kill the sorcerer. It is also the saying of 
Omar, Othman, Ibn Omar, Hafsa, Jundub Ibn Abdullah, J undub 
Ibn Ka’ab, Qais Ibn Sa’ad, Omar Ibn Abdul-Aziz, Abu Hanifa, 
and Malik.” 

3. Al-Qurtubi, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said that 
the scholars have differed on the Islamic ruling on the Muslim 
sorcerer and the Thimi (Christian or Jewish) sorcerer. Malik is of 
the opinion that if the Muslim sorcerer is performing the sorcery 
himself, then he should be killed as a Kafir and will not be given 
the chance to repent. Furthermore, if he claims that he has 
repented, then that repentance would not be accepted because it 
is one of the acts that can be performed in secret like adultery. 


1 Al-Muwatta’ 
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Allah (S.W.T.) lias called sorcery Kufr when he said, “But 
neither of these two (angels) taught anyone (such things) till they 
had said, ‘We are only for trial, so disbelieve not (by learning 
this magic from us),’” (Surah Al-Baqara, verse 102) 

The above is also ihe opinion of Ahmad ibn Hanbal, Abu 
Thawr, Ishaq, Al-Shafc'ii, J and Abu Haiti fa. 

4. ibn Al-Muniher, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
“If a man confessed to reading a spell containing Kufr 
statements, then he must be killed if he did not declare bis 
repentance. Similarly if it was proven that he says Shirk 
statements when performing his sorcery, he should be killed 
too.” 

"However, if the statements made were not Kufr statements 
then he cannot be killed. However, if he had committed a certain 
crime by harming the bewitched, then he has to be punished for 
that crime.” 

5. Al-Hafez Ibn Kalhir, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said, "1’hose who ruled for killing The sorcerer have based their 
ruling on the verse, ‘Had they believed and been pious,,, 1 ' and 
that is the opinion of Ahmad Ibn Hanbal and a group of our 
forefathers. Others said that he is not Kafir, hut still should be 
killed as a punishment. The basis of this opinion, which is the 
opinion of Ai-Shafe’ii and Ahmad, is the narration of Sufian Ibn 
Oa'yayna from Amr Ibn Dinar who he heard Raj la Ibn A'abda 
say, ‘Omar Ibn Al-Khattab wrole to Ihe rulers ordering them to 
kill every male and female witch; we killed three witches.’” 2 3 

A I Hafez also said, “It was also reported that a slave girl 
bewitched Hafsa, the mother of the Believers (R.A.A.), and 
Hafsa ordered her be killed,” 


1 Al-Shnfe'ii does rot believe the sorcerer should be killed just Tor 

performing sorcery. However, if he kills w ith his magic, then he is to be 
killed for committing a homicide, 

3 Reported in Sahih A I -Bukhari 
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Imam Ahmad reported that three of the companions of the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) ordered that sorcerers be killed. 

6. Al-Hafez Ihn Hajar, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said, “According to Malek, the ruling on the sorcerer is the 
same as the ruling of the brazen Kafir whose repentance is not be 
accepted. If one is indicted with the crime of sorcery, then he 
should be killed, and this is also the opinion of Ahmad.” 

Al-Shafe’ii said, “He cannot be killed unless he admitted to 
killing someone by his magic.” 

Summary 

11 is clear that the consensus of the scholars is that the 
sorcerer should be killed, with the exception of Al-Shafe’ii who 
says he is killed only if he had killed someone by his magic. 


The Ruling on the Sorcerer Who is from the People of the 
Book 

Abu Hanifa, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “He 
should be killed since there is a consensus about killing the 
Muslim sorcerer, so similarly the sorcerer of the people of the 
book should be killed too.” 

Abu Hanifa, may Allah have mercy on his soul, also said, 
“The sorcerer from the people of the Book cannot be killed just 
because he performed sorcery. However if he commits the crime 
of killing someone by his magic, then he is to be killed for that 
crime.” He also said, “If the Christian or Jewish sorcerer inflicted 
harm on a Muslim with his sorcery, and there is no mention of 
such harm in the treaty between (hem, then it is permissible to 
kill him for breaking the treaty. As for the case of Labeed Ibn Al- 
A’asam and the fact that the Prophet (S.A.W.) did not order his 
killing, this is because the Prophet (S.A.W.) never took revenge 
for himself and because he did not want sedition to take place 
between the Muslims.” 
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Al-Shafe’ii, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “The 
sorcerer of the people of the Book cannot be killed as a 
consequence of practising witchcraft unless he kills someone by 
it, and then he is to be killed.” 

Ibn Qudama, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, “As for 
the sorcerer from the People of the Book, he cannot be killed for 
practicing sorcery unless he kills by it. Sorcery leads to death in 
many cases, and then the sorcerer is to be killed. When it had 
been proven that the Prophet (S.A.W.) was bewitched by Labeed 
Ibn Al-Aa’sam, the Prophet (S.A.W.) did not order his killing 
since Shirk is a more severe crime and it is still not punishable by 
death.” 

He also said, “The above rulings are concerning the Muslim 
sorcerers mainly because a Muslim has committed apostasy by 
practicing sorcery whereas the Christian or the Jew is already 
considered Kafir. They based their ruling on the fact that a Themi 
(from the people of the Book) cannot be killed if he committed 
adultery, whereas the Muslim is punished by death when he 
commits the same crime.” 


Is It Permissible to Break a Spell with Sorcery? 

1. Qutada said, “I asked Sa’id Ibn Al-Mussayeb it 
permissible to treat a man with sorcery who is under a spell and 
cannot have relations with his wife. He said. ‘It is permissible 
since the intention is reformation. There is no prohibition since 
there is benefit.’” 

2. Al-Qurtubi said, “There is a disagreement among the 
scholars on whether the sorcerer can be asked to break the spell 
of the bewitched.” 

According to Al-Bukhari, Sa’id (bn Al-Mussayeb allowed it 
and this is also the opinion of Al-Muzani. Al-Sha’abi said that 
the Arabic or Al-Nashra treatment of the spell is permissible. Al- 
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Hasan Al-Basri hated that the sorcerer would be the one asked to 
break a spell. 

The Arabic treatment is a kind of treatment used on people 
who are thought to be under a spell or touched by jinn. 

3. Ibn Qudama. may Allah have mercy on his sou), said, “If 
the spell is broken by reciting the Quran, by making Thikr 
{remembrance) of Allah, or any other talk that docs not contain 
Kufir statements, then it is permissible. As for using sorcery to 
break a spell, Ahmad Ibn Hanbal refrained from giving an 
opinion.” 

4. A 1- Hafez Ibn Hajar, may Allah have mercy on his souk 
said, “The answer to that is the hadeeth of the Prophet (S.A.W.) 
when he said. ‘Al-Nushra (the Arabic treatment) is from the 
works of Satan.* The talk here is about the intention of the 
Nashra: if good was meant by it, then it is fine and vice versa." 
He also said, “Al- Nashra could be of two types." 

Al-Nashra actually is of two types. First, there is the 
permissible use of Arabic which is used in breaking a spell by 
the Quran and the lawful Athkar and supplication. 

The second type is the unlawful use of Arabic that consists of 
breaking a spell by an act of sorcery where satans are asked for 
help and thus having to get closer to them and to please them. 
This type of Al-Nashra is what the Prophet (S.A.W.) referred to; 
“Al-Nashra is from the works of Satan.” How can this kind of 
treatment be permissible when the Prophet has clearly ordered us 
not to go to sorcerers or soothsayers and stated that whoever 
believes whal they say has denounced what was revealed to him 
(S.A.W.)? 

5. Ibn Al-Qayem, may Allah have incrcy on his souk said, 
“Al-Nashra is to break the spell cast on a bewitched person, and 
it consists of two types. First, there is the breaking of a spell with 
sorcery, and this is from the works of Satan and that is what Al- 
llasan Al-Basri considered unlawful. The person treating will 
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have to be close to Satan in order for him to help him break the 
spell. Secondly, there is the al-Nashra that is done by ruqya and 
reciting the Mu’waethat and lawful supplications. All of them are 
permissible.” 


Is It Permissible to Learn Sorcery? 

1. Al-Hafez Ibn Hajar, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said, “Allah’s (S.W.T.) saying in the Quran, ‘We are only for 
trial, so disbelieve not (by learning this magic from us).’ (Surah 
Al-Baqara, verse 102), indicates that learning sorcery is Kufr 
with Allah (S.W.T.) .” 

2. Ibn Qudama, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
“Learning sorcery and teaching it is unlawful and we do not 
know of anyone who says otherwise.” 

The scholars of the Hanbali school of thought said, “The 
sorcerer commits Kufr by learning it and practicing it, whether 
he believed it was unlawful or not.” 

3. Abu Abdullah Al-Razi said, “Learning sorcery by itself is 
neither ugly nor restricted. The researchers agreed on that 
because as a science, sorcery is an honorable knowledge. Allah 
said in the Holy Quran, ‘Are those who know equal to those who 
know not?’ If we did know what sorcery was, how would we 
know how to differentiate between it and true miracle? It is 
compulsory on us to know whether a certain act is miraculous or 
not. Therefore, since that is compulsory on us, then learning the 
how to recognize it is also compulsory. Therefore learning 
sorcery is compulsory and what is religiously compulsory can 
neither be ugly nor unlawful.” 

4. Al-Hafez Ibn Kathir, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said, “There are many problems in what Al-Razi said. First of all, 
when he said that sorcery is not ugly, if he meant not ugly by 
reason, then the Mu’tazeela who say otherwise disagree with 
him. Furthermore, if he meant not ugly religiously, then the Holy 
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verse says the opposite when Allah (S.W.T.) says, ‘They 
followed what the Shayatin (devils) gave out (falsely of the 
magic) in the lifetime of Sulaiman. Sulaiman did not disbelieve, 
but the Shayatin (devils) disbelieved.’ It is obvious that it is 
degrading to learn sorcery. The hadeeth also reiterates that 
“whoever goes to a soothsayer or a fortune teller denounced what 
was revealed to Muhammad.” Also, it says in the Sunan; 
“Whoever ties a knot and blows on it, then he practiced sorcery.” 

“In regards to the statement, ‘nor it is restricted according to 
researchers’, how can it be not restricted with what we 
mentioned about the verses and the hadeeth and the consensus of 
the researchers? When the ruling on such an issue is agreed upon 
by the majority of the scholars, do we disregard that consensus? 
Then to mention the verse, ‘are those who know equal to those 
who know not?” is to use it out of context because this verse is 
complimenting those who seek the religious knowledge not 
sorcery.” 

“How can Al-Razi include sorcery among the good sciences 
that should be learned? How could he say that it is compulsory to 
leam it and that we would not recognize miracles if we do not 
have the knowledge of sorcery? The greatest miracle of all times 
is the Quran to which no fault or weakness can be attributed. The 
great knowledge of Quran does not need the knowledge of 
sorcery in order for its miracle to be recognized.” 

“It is well known that the companions, the first generation 
after them and the scholars of the Muslims all knew a miracle 
when they saw one and they did not need a sorcerer or sorcery to 
recognize it, and neither did they learn or teach sorcery.” 

5. Abu Hay an said in his book Al-Muhit (the ocean), “As for 
the ruling on learning sorcery, it is Kufr if it includes glorifying 
any other than Allah such as the planets or satans. It is unlawful 
to leam it or to practice it. Similarly, it is anything that could 
cause bloodshed or separation of families or friends.” 
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“As for the type of sorcery where one does not learn Kufr or 
commit any of ihe above crimes, rhe clear opinion is that it is still 
unlawful to learn or practice."' 

“As for magic, illusion and the other tricks that arc based on 
quickness and delusion, they are things that are are hated to 
practice in the religion, even in the case of playing games or for 
fun purposes.” 

I believe that the above is probably the best said on this 
subject and should be taken as a ruling. 


The Difference between Sorcery and a Miracle 

• Al-Mazeri said: 

“The difference between sorcery and a miracle, whether 
performed by a prophet or by a by pious man, is that sorcery 
needs specific sayings and certain actions to be performed. On 
the other hand, the Karama (the miracle performed hy a pious 
man) does not need certain words or actions to lake place. 
Furthermore, the type of miracle that is performed by a prophet 
is normally carried out by him to challenge the people.” 

* Al-IIafez lbn llajar said: 

“The Imam of the two Holy Shrines related the consensus of 
the scholars that concludes that sorcery is only performed by a 
Fusty (an irreverent, disobedient man), and on the other hand a 
Karama could not he performed by a Fasiq” 

Al-Hafez also said: 

“In regards to the person who performs something out of the 
ordinary, if he is a pious man who is adhering to the teachings of 
the religion then it is a Karama. Otherwise, lie is a sorcerer who 
is performing (he extraordinary things by the help of jinn and 
satnns.” 
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There are cases where the man performing an extraordinary 
action is not a sorcerer and does not know anything about 
sorcery. At the same time, he is not a practicing Muslim and does 
not adhere to the teachings of the religion. He could even be a 
grave worshipper or one of the innovators in the religion. The 
opinion about such a case is that this could be assistance from the 
devils to embellish their innovations for people and to make 
think they are doing the right thing. In that way those people will 
get even deeper into innovation and leave the Sunnah.

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Chapter Six 


Breaking the Spell 

In this chapter we will explain, Allah willing, the different 
types of spells cast by sorcerers and the effects on the people 
under those spells. We will talk about the treatment of each type 
from the Quran, the Sunnah, supplications and the Athkar. I 
would like to note here that not every treatment mentioned in this 
book is taken from the Sunnah directly. However, the set of rules 
established by the Quran and the Sunnah are followed in treating 
the patients of different spells. For example, you will find a 
treatment of a certain case by reciting one verse from the Quran 
seventy times; another case the treatment consists of reciting 
different Surahs from the Quran. All of that is still abiding by the 
Quranic rule, “And We send down of the Quran that which is a 
healing and a mercy to those who believe (in Islamic 
Monotheism and act on it).” (Surah Al-Israa’, verse 82) 
Concerning the Quranic verse, some scholars say that the verse is 
talking about psychological cure i.e. suspicion, Shirk, Fisq, and 
viciousness. Others say that Quran is a cure for both 
psychological and physical problems. 

There is more evidence that is clearer in the hadeeth narrated 
by A’isha (R.A.A.) that the Prophet (S.A.W.) entered her room 
while she was treating a woman with ruqya (Quranic recitation) 
and said, “Treat her with the Book of Allah.” 1 

A careful examination of the above hadeeth indicates that the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) generalized here and did not specify which 
verses or how to do it, indicting that all of the Quran is a cure. 
From our experience of what we encountered so many times, we 
are sure that the Quran is not only a cure for psychological. 


1 Al-Albani considered it a sahih hadeeth, 
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sorcery, and envy problems, but it also is a cure for biological 
and physical problems. 

There are a number of enthusiastic young Muslims who 
always ask us about getting specific evidence from the Sunnah 
about choosing a specific verse or hadeeth to treat a patient. They 
say that they do not accept any method that is not specified by 
the Prophet (S.A.W.). To those young Muslims, I remind them of 
the hadeeth narrated by Al-Bukhari in his Sahih book that Abu 
Sa’id Al-Khudri reported that he was traveling with a group of 
the companions when they reached the land of a tribe that 
refused to offer them a place to stay until the next morning. At 
that time, their tribal leader was bitten. The tribesmen came to 
the companions and asked them if there was among them a 
person who knew how to perform ruqya. Abu Sa’id said that he 
would do it for a fee. Abu Sa’id recited the ruqya on the leader 
who stood up and walked again as if nothing had harmed him. 
They gave the companions a herd of sheep for a fee. 

When they got back in Medina, they told the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) about what had happened. The Prophet (S.A.W.) asked 
Abu Sa’id about what he had used for ruqya. Abu Sa’id said, “I 
recited the Fateha of the Book on him.” 

The Prophet (S.A.W.) said, ‘‘How did you know it was a 
ruqya?” The Prophet approved of what they did. This hadeeth is 
clear evidence that Abu Sa’id did not wait for a hadeeth from the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) stating that the Fateha could be used for ruqya, 
and that the Prophet approved of what he did. 

Furthermore, the Prophet (S.A.W.) had established a general 
rule for the ruqya when he said in a hadeeth reported by Al- 
Bukhari that some people had told him that they used to recite 
ruqya in Jahiliya (pre-Islamic) time. He (S.A.W.) said, “Disclose 
your ruqyas to me. There is nothing wrong with ruqya as long as 
it does not contain Shirk.” 1 


1 Narrated by Muslim in the book of Salam 
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This hadeeth is clear evidence that it is permissible to take 
ruqya from the Quran, the Sunnah, supplication, etc. Even ruqya 
from Jahiliya can be used as long as it does not contain Shirk.

The Spell of Separation 

Allah (S.W.T.) said in Surah Al-Baqara, “They followed 
what the Shayatin (devils) gave out (falsely of the magic) in the 
lifetime of Sulaiman. Sulaiman did not disbelieve, but the 
Shayatin (devils) disbelieved, teaching men magic and such 
things that came down at Babylon to the two angels, Harut and 
Marut, but neither of these two (angels) taught anyone (such 
things) till they had said, ‘We are only for trial, so disbelieve not 
(by learning this magic from us).’ And from these (angels) 
people learn that by which they cause separation between man 
and his wife, but they could not thus harm anyone except by 
Allah’s Leave, And they learn that which harms them and profits 
them not. And indeed they knew that the buyers of it (magic) 
would have no share in the Hereafter. And how bad indeed was 
that for which they sold their ownselves, if they but knew.” 
(Surah al-Baqara, verse 102) 

Jaber (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Iblis 
(Satan) places his throne on the water and then he deploys his 
brigades. The closest of his soldiers to him is the one who causes 
the most trouble. One soldier returns to Satan and says, T have 
committed such and such bad thing.’ Satan will answer him, 
‘You have done nothing.’ Another soldier will come to Satan and 
say, ‘I did not leave a man until I separated him and his wife.’ 
Satan will bring him closest to him and will say, ‘Yes, you (are 
the one).”’ 1 


1 Narrated by Muslim 
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This spell is a type of sorcery that is cast to separate a man 
and his wife or to cause hatred between two friends or partners, 
etc. 

Its Types Include Separating: 

1. A man and his mother 

2. A man and his father 

3. A man and his brother 

4. A man and his friend 

5. A man and Iris partner in business 

6. A man and his wife; this is the most dangerous type and 
the one that is most common 

Symptoms of the Spell of Separation 

1. There are sudden changes from love to hate in the 
relationship. 

2. Suspicion grows between the people involved. 

3. They no longer seek excuses for each other. 

4. They exaggerate lesser differences and make a big issue 
out of them, 

5. There is a change in the attitude of a man towards his 
wife and vice versa, A man could see his beautiful wife as ugly 
and in reality it is Satan lhat is showing her to him ugly. 
Similarly, the wife could see her husband as a terrifying, ugly 
man. 

6. The bewitched person hates everything the other person 
does. 

7. The bewitched person hates the place where the other 
person is. For example, a husband would be in a good mood 
outside the house and once he enters his home, he feels a 
constriction in his chest. 
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Al-Hafez I bn Kaihir, may Allah have mercy on his soul, said, 
"The symptoms of separation sorcery include that a man will see 
his wife as unattractive and that her manners became bad and 
vice versa. This will later cause them to separate. 

How is the separation spell east? 

A man goes to a sorcerer and asks him to separate between a 
certain person and his wife. The sorcerer will ask for the person’s 
name, his mother’s name, and a something with his traces on it 
such as some hair, a shirt, or a cap. If those cannot be obtained 
then the sorcerer will place the spell on water, and he tells him to 
place the water in the way of the person on which they are 
casting a spell. In this way he steps in it. Another method of 
casting that spell is to put the water in his food or drink. 

• Treatment 

The treatment is done in three stages. 

Stage One 

Preparing for the treatment 

1. Prepare a religious atmosphere by taking out all the 
pictures or statues from the house so that the angels can enter the 
house. 

2. Search for tire spell if it is written in a Hijab and burn it. 

3. Empty the place from music and musical instruments. 

4. Empty the place from anything that is not Islamic such as 
a man wearing gold or an uncovered woman or someone 
smoking etc, 

5. Give the patient and his family a class in Islamic doctrine 
with which you clarify the Shirk that could be committed 
unintentionally. 
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6. Diagnose the ease. In order to diagnose it, there arc a few 
questions that need to be answered to verify the symptoms. Some 
of these questions follow. 

a) Do you sometimes see your wife ugly? 

hf Do you have fights over irrelevant things? 

c) Are you fine outside the house and once you are 

home you feel a constriction in the chest? 

d) Do you feel uncomfortable when you have 

intercourse? 

e) Do any of you have bad dreams at night or have 

insomnia? 

You keep asking him similar questions and if he has any two 
of the above symptoms then you move On with your treatment. 

7. You perform ablution before starling the treatment and 
order those who are with you to do the same. 

8. If the patient was a woman, then she should be dressed 
properly and be sure that nothing can be revealed while being 
treated. 

9. Do not treat a woman who does not adher to the Islamic 
dress code and shows her face or wears perfume or nail polish 
like the unbelieving women do. 

1U. Do not treat a woman without one of her close kin 
(Mah'ram) being present. 1 

1 1 . Only those who are her Mali ram should be present. 

12. Declare that the power to heal is from Allah only and that 
you seek only I tis I Iclp.

After the above ruqya is recited in the ear of the bewitched 
with Tarteel (the proper way of recitation) and with a loud voice, 
then the patient will react in one of three ways. 

First, the patient may go into a seizure and the jinni serving 
the sorcerer will speak from his mouth. Then you should deal 
with the jinni just like you would with a possessed person. 
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Dealing with such a case is explained in detail in the book 
“ Man's Protection against Jinn and Satan ” and will not be 
mentioned in this book in order to save time and effort. 

However, you have to ask the jinni the following questions. 

1. What is your name and religion? Then you deal with him 
according to his religion. If he is not a Muslim, then you call him 
to Islam. If he is a Muslim, you explain to him how it is unlawful 
to serve the sorcerer and that he should abandon such practice. 

2. You ask him about the place of the spell, but you should 
not believe him until you are sure he is telling the truth. You can 
make sure by sending someone to the place specified by the 
jinni. If it is found there, then he is telling the truth, but otherwise 
he is a liar. The jinn lie a lot. 

3. You ask him whether he is alone serving the sorcerer in 
this spell or there are other jinn with him. If there are others, then 
you demand that the other jinni be revealed and you will reach an 
agreement with them as specified in the other book. 

4. Sometimes the jinni will guide you to a human being and 
tell you that he went to the sorcerer and caused the spell. Do not 
believe him because he is trying to spread animosity between 
people. His testimony is religiously not acceptable because he is 
a Fasiq and his sin is obvious since he serves the sorcerer. Allah 
(S.W.T.) says in the Holy Quran, “Oh you who believe! If a 
Fasiq (liar - evil person) comes to you with any news, verify it, 
lest you should harm people in ignorance, and afterwards you 
become regretful for what you have done.” (Syrah Al-Hujurat, 
verse 6) 

If the jinni revealed the place of the spell and it was taken 
out, then you should bring water and read on it the following 
verses. 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“And We revealed to Musa (saying): ‘Throw your stick,’ and 
behold! It swallowed up straight away all the falsehoods which

they showed. Thus truth was confirmed, and all that they did was 
made of no effect. So they were defeated there and returned 
disgraced. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. They said: ‘We 
believe in the Lord of the A’alameen (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists); the Lord of Musa and Harun.’” (Surah Al-Aa’raf, verses 
117-122) 

Ao 'uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“Wa Awh’ayna Ella Musa An Alqee A’asaka Fa Etha Hiya 
Talqafu Ma Ya’fikuun. Fa waqa’a Al-H’aqqu Wa Batala Ma 
Kanu Yaa ’maluun. Fa Ghulibu Hunalika Wanqalabu Saghireen. 
Wa Ulqiya As-Sah ’aratu Sajideen, Qaluu Ammanna Bi Rabbi 
AV A’alameen. Rabbi Musa Wa Haruun. ” 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“Musa said: ‘What you have brought is sorcery; Allah will 
surely make it of no effect. Verily, Allah does not set right the 
work of Al-Mufsiduun (the evil-doers, corrupters). And Allah 
will establish and make apparent the truth by His Words, 
however much the Mujrimuun (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners) may hate it.’” (Surah Yunus, verses 81, 82) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“Qala Musa Ma Je’tum bihi As-Sih’r Enna Allaha Sa 
Yubtiluhu Enna Allaha La Yusleh 'u A ’amala Al-Mufsideen. Wa 
Yuh’eqqa Al-H’aqqa Bi Kalimatihi wa Lauw Kariha Al- 
Mujrimuun. ” These verses should be recited seven times and the 
part of the verse, “Enna Allaha Sa Yabtiluhu” should be recited 
seventy times. 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“That which they have made is only a magician’s trick, and 
the magician will never be successful, to whatever amount (of 
skill) he may attain.” (Surah Taha, verse 69) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 
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“Ennema Sanao’u Kaida Sah’eren Wa La Yuflih’u As- 
Sah 'iru H’aithu Ata. ” 

You should read the above verses on a pot of water in such a 
way that the moisture coming out of the mouth of the person 
reciting goes down into the water. You then place the spell in the 
water, whether it is a piece of paper or perfume or anything else. 
Place it in the water and then pour that water in a place that is far 
away from people. 

If the jinni says that the bewitched person had drunk the 
spell, then you should ask the patient if he feels bad pain in the 
stomach. If he does, then the jinni is telling the truth, otherwise 
he is lying. 

If the jinni said the truth, then you should make a deal with 
the jinni to leave the body and to never come back to it and that 
you will break the spell with the Will of Allah (S.W.T.). Then 
you should read the mentioned above verses on a pot of water 
and recite the verse 102 of Surah Al-Baqara. You read all of the 
above verses seven times, then you give it to the bewitched 
person to drink it. This is done for seven days, two times a day 
(once in the morning and once in the evening). 

If the jinni said that the bewitched had gone deep under the 
spell or that the spell was cast on something with traces from him 
such as hair or clothes, then in this case you recite the above 
mentioned verses on water and make the patient drink from it 
and bathe with it. The used water should be poured outside on 
the street and not in the toilet or indoor bath. 

Then you order the jinni to leave the body and to never come 
back again. You make him say the oath and then order him to 
leave. 1 

The patient should come back one week later for a second 
visit so that you can read the ruqya on him again. If he did not 

1 The oath is explained in the book “Man 's Protection against the Jinn and 
Satan". 
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feel anything, then praise be to Allah for breaking the spell. If the 
patient had a seizure, then the jinni has lied and he never left the 
body. You ask about his reason for not leaving and deal with him 
wisely. If this time he responds positively and leaves, then thanks 
are given to Allah, If he refuses to leave, then heating and 
reciting the verses that harm him would be the next step. 

In the case the patient did not have a seizure, hut felt dizzy or 
a light shake, then you should give him an audio tape containing 
Ayah AI-Kursi taped repeatedly for one hour He should listen to 
i he tape three times a day for one month. After the month has 
passed, he should come back to you for another recitation. He 
should be totally cured by then, Allah willing. Tape the Surahs 
(As-Saffat, Yaseen, Ad-Dukhan, Al-Jinn) on an audio tape and 
have him listen to it Lhree times a day for three weeks and then 
he will be healed, Allah willing. 

Secondly, if after the ruqya the patient feels dizziness, a light 
shake, a tremble, or a bad headache, but did not have a seizure 
then you should read on him the ruqya three times. If he gets a 
seizure, then you should treat in the same manner you treated the 
first case. If he does not have a seizure and his shaking and 
headaches are getting better, then read the ruqya on him for 
three, seven, or nine days and he will be cured, Allah willing. 

If the patient was not cured, then you do the fol lowing. 

1. Tape Surah As-Saflat on an audio tape once and Surah 
Al-Kursi seventy times and have him listen to the tape three 
times a day, 

2. Order him to keep his prayers in the mosque. 

3. Have him say after the morning prayers, "La Ilaha Ilia 
Allah Wah'daku I xi Sharika Lahti, , Lahti Al-Mulk Wa Lahti At- 
H’amd , Wa fiuwa A'la Kitlli Shai-cn Qadeer (There is no god 
but Allah, One with no partners, to Him belongs all the 
ownership, and He is Omnipotent over all things) " He must say 
it a hundred times a day for a month, noting that the pain will 
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increase in the first ten or fifteen days and then it will get lighter 
until there is no pain by the end of the month. If you recite Quran 
on him and he does not react, then he is cured, Allah willing. 

In the case that he continued to have pain that whole month 
with the feeling of constriction in the chest, then you read the 
ruqya on him three times until he goes into a seizure and then 
you will treat him like the first case. 

The third reaction is when the patient does not feel anything 
when you read the ruqya on him. Then you ask him about the 
symptoms again. If you do not find that his symptoms are strong 
enough to decide that he is bewitched, then most probably he is 
not. You can make sure by reciting the ruqya on him three times. 
If there are strong symptoms and still nothing happened -and this 
is very rare- then you give him the following. 

1. Tape Surah Yaseen, Ad-Dukhan, and Al-Jinn on an audio 
tape and have him listen to it three times a day. 

2. Have him make Istighfar ( Astaghfiru Allah) more than a 
hundred times a day. 

3. Have him say “La H’awla Wa La Quowatta Ilia Billah 
(there is no might or power except in Allah) a hundred times or 
more for one month then you read the ruqya on him and treat like 
in the first two cases. 


Stage Three in the Treatment 
After the Treatment 

If Allah (S.W.T.) has cured him on your hands, then you 
should praise Allah (S.W.T.) and be happy that Allah has used 
you for benefiting others and you should be very modest about it. 
You should pray to Allah about using you in other cases and do 
not let this success go to your head and increase your 
transgression and arrogance. Allah (S.W.T.) said in the Holy 
Quran, “And (remember) when your Lord proclaimed: ‘If you

The patient should keep in mind that in this stage he is still 
exposed to being bewitched again since the people who cast the 
first spell on him could go to the sorcerer and cast another spell, 
Tli at is why the patient should not let anybody know that he was 
cured. 

in any case, you give him the following fortifications. 

1. He must keep the congregational prayers in the mosque. 

2. He cannot listen to singing or music. 

3. He should make ablution before going to bed and then 
read Ayah AI-KursL 

4. He says Bismi Allah before doing anything. 

5. He should say after Fajr (morning) prayers, “La I! aha Ida 
Allah Wah ’ dahtt Let Sharika Lahu. Lahti Al-Mtdk Wa Lahit Al- 
H'arnd, Wa Hmva A 'ala Kit Hi Shai-en Qadee r (There is no god 
but Allah, to Him belongs the ownership of All and to Him 
belongs ail thr Praise, and lie is Omnipotent over all things).” 
That Dun’ a should be said a hundred times, 

6. He must not let one day pass without reading some of the 
Quran or listening to it if he cannot read. 

7. He must accompany only the righteous, 

8. He should keep reciting the Athkar in the morning and in 
the evening. 

Practical Illustrations in Treating the Spell of Separation 
First Illustration 
The Jinni Shaqwan 

There was a woman who used to hate her husband very 
much. The signs that she was under a spell were very clear. She 
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used to get upset when her husband got home. She could not 
stand her husband anymore, and she used to see him as a 
terrifying man that looked like a beast. 

The husband took her to a person who treated sorcery with 
the Quran. The jinni spoke from her tongue, and he confessed 
that he came to her by sorcery and that his mission was to 
separate that man from his wife. The person treating her used the 
method of beating to remove the jinni, but it did not work. The 
man kept bringing his wife for treatment for a whole month, but 
they were unable to get rid of the jinni. In the end, the jinni asked 
him to divorce her. The husband yielded and divorced her for a 
while and then remarried her a week later. The woman was cured 
for a week after they got remarried, and then the jinni possessed 
her again. The couple then came to me and when I recited Quran 
on her she had a seizure. The jinni spoke and we had the 
following conversation: 

I asked him, “What is your name?” 

“Shaqwan,” he answered. 

“What is your religion?” I asked. 

He said, “I am Christian.” 

“Why did enter that woman’s body?” 

He said, “To separate her and her husband.” 

“I will make an offer,’ I told him, “if you accept it, then 
praise be to Allah, otherwise, the choice is yours.” 

He replied, “Do not bother. I will not leave her, and she has 
already gone to two other people for treatment.” 

“I did not ask you to leave her.” 

“What is it that you want then?” he asked. 

I said, “I want to call you to Islam. If you embrace it, then we 
thank Allah. If not, then there is no compulsion in the religion.” I 
then called him to Islam and after a long debate he embraced 
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Islam, praise be to Allah. “Did your really embrace it or are you 
just fooling us?” 

“You cannot force me to do anything,” he replied, “and yes, 
1 have embraced it with all my heart but...” 

“But what?” I asked. 

“I see before me a group of Christian jinn threatening me 
and I fear that they might kill me.” 

“This is an easy matter,” I reassured him. “If we are sure that 
you have really become Muslim, then we will give you a 
powerful weapon with which you can push all of them away.” 

He said, “Give it to me now.” 

“Not until we finish this conversation.” 

He asked, “Then what is it that you want?” 

I said, “If you really are a Muslim now then you should 
repent and leave this woman’s body” 

“Yes, 1 am a true Muslim” he declared, “but how can I get 
rid of the sorcerer?” 

I said, “It is easily achieved, but you first have to believe.” 

“Yes” 

“Will you tell us where the spell is?” I asked him. 

“It is in the backyard of this woman’s house.” Then he 
added, “But I cannot bring the spell out because there is jinni 
guarding the spell, and he would move it if I tell you where it is.” 

“How long have you been working for the sorcerer?” I 
continued. 

“For ten years (or twenty, I do not recall) and I have entered 
the bodies of three women before this one. He then told us the

stories of those three women/’ 

Since I had confirmed that he was honest, I said to him, 
“Now I can give you the weapon I promised you.” 

He said, “What is it?” 

I said, “Recite Ayah Al-Kursi every time an evil jinni tries to 
hurt you and he will run away. Do you have it memorized?” 

“Yes I do,” he said. “I memorized it because this woman 
says it a lot. However, 1 do not know how to get rid of the 
sorcerer.” 

“You must leave now for Mecca and live there in the Holy 
Shrine with the other Muslim jinn.” 

He asked me, “But do you think that Allah will accept my 
repentance with all the sins that I have committed? 1 have 
tortured her as well as the other women that I possessed a great 
deal.” 

“Yes; Allah said so in the Holy Quran.” 

“Say: ‘Oh I’badi (My slaves) who have transgressed against 
themselves (by committing evil deeds and sins)! Despair not of 
the Mercy of Allah: verily, Allah forgives all sins. Truly He is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.’” (Surah al-Zumar, verse 53) 

He cried when he heard that verse and said, “After I leave, 
ask this woman to forgive me for torturing her.” 

Then he gave me the oath and left. 1 read verses from the 

Quran on some water and gave them to the man, and I 
ordered him to sprinkle the water in the backyard. After a while 
man sent me a letter to tell me that his wife was fine. All of that 
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happened with the Grace of Allah, and I did nothing to make it 
happen. 

The Second Illustration 

The Jinni Places the Spell in the Pillow 

A husband came to me and said that since he married his 
wife, they were constantly lighting and that she haled him 
very much. She could not stand him, and she wished that he 
would leave her. As long as he was not home, she would feel 
fine. However the minute he entered the house, she would 
feel angry as if fire went through her body. 

When I recited the ruqya on her she felt numbing in her limbs 
and constriction in her chest, but did not have an epileptic 
seizure. I gave her a tape of a few Surahs from the Quran and 
asked her to listen to it for forty-five days and then to come 
back to me. After a while her husband came to me and said 
that something very strange had happened. 

[ asked him about what had happened and he said, "After the 
forty-five day period passed and we agreed to come to you, 
my wife had a seizure and a jinni spoke on her tongue and 
asked us nut to go to the Sheikh and he would tell us 
everything. He said, ‘I came to her through a sorcerer who 
cast a spell that was written on a piece of paper that was 
placed in her pillow.' Me pointed to the pillow in the room. 
When we opened the pillow case there actually was a spell 
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that consisted of little pieces of paper with strange writing 
and scattered letters. The jinni then asked us to burn the 
papers in order to break the spell and that he would leave her 
body on the condition that he would reveal himself to her and 
shake her hand. (The husband agreed.) In fact, she woke up 
from the seizure and extended her hand as if she is shaking 
somebody else's hand." 

When I heard the story, I told the husband that he made a 
mistake letting the jinni shake her hand because this unlawful 
in our religion and that the Prophet prohibited that men and 
women shake hands with those that are not closely related. 

A week later the woman fell ill again, and they came to me 
for treatment. The minute I started seeking refuge in Allah, 
he spoke and we had the following conversation. I said, "You 
liar, why did you come back?” 

He said, "I will tell you everything, but do not beat me." 

[ said, "Say it.” 

He said. "I did he to them, and it was me who pul those 
papers in the pillow so that they will believe me and 1 would not 
have to leave her," 

"Then you lied to them?" I asked him. 

He said, “1 cannot help it, I am tied to her body with a spell " 
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I asked him if he was a Muslim and he said that he was. I 


said, ”lt is not permissible for a Muslim to work with a sorcerer 
because it is unlawful and considered a grievous sin in Islam... 

Do you want to enter Paradise?” 

He said, “Yes, I do.” 

I said, ‘Then you should leave the sorcerer and go live with 
the believing jinn who are worshipping Allah. The sorcerer is 
only going to lead you to misery in this life and he! I in the 
hereafter," 

"How can 1 leave him when he is in control of me?” he 
asked me. 

“He is only controlling you because of your sins, but if you 
repent to Allah and go back to Him, the sorcerer will not be able 
to harm you. Allah said in the Holy Quran, ‘And never will Allah 
grant to the disbelievers a way {to triumph} over the believers'." 

He declared. "1 repent to Allah and 1 will leave and will never 
come back again.” He then gave his oath by Allah (S.W.T.) not 
to come back. Praises are for Allah Alone, and there is no might 
or power except in Allah. Her husband came to me after a month 
and gave me the good news that she was fine; thanks to Allah, 
the Lord ol all the worlds. 

The Third Illustration 

The third example is the last case I treated before writing 
these lines. The husband came to me and said that his wife hated 
him and that she did not want to live with him in spite the fact 
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that he was in love with her. Her hatred was sudden and had no 


reason. When I recited the Quran on her she had an epileptic 
seizure, and I had the following conversation with the jinni inside 
her. 

I asked him, “Are you a Muslim?” 

He said, “Yes, I am.” 

“Why did you enter that woman’s body?” 1 asked. 

“I entered through a spell that was cast on her by a woman 
(he specified her name) who placed it in her perfume bottle. 
Previously, I only would walk behind her, but once a thief 
entered the house and she got scared and I entered her body.” 

Here I need to make the point that the sorcerer will send a 
jinni after somebody, and the jinni will follow that person until 
he gets a chance to enter his or her body. The jinn have four 
chances to get in: 

Extreme fear. 

Extreme anger. 

Extreme heedlessness. 

Chasing after one’s evil lusts. 

If a man exposes himself to one of the above conditions, then 
he will allow Satan to enter his body unless he had ablution, then 
in that case the jinni cannot enter the body. Some jinn have told 
me -that is if they were not lying- that if a person mentions 
Allah’s Name in the same time the jinni is entering the body then 
the jinni will bum. Thus the most dangerous time in the jinni’s 
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life is the time when he enters the human body. 

Going back to the conversation, the jinni then said, “This 
poor woman is a good woman.” 

“Then you should leave her out of obedience to Allah and 
promise never to come back.” 

He replied, “On the condition that her husband divorces his 
other wife.” 

I said, “That is an unacceptable condition. You either leave 
or I will harm you.” 

“I will leave.” He did leave. Praise and thanks are for Allah 
and there is no might or power except in Allah. 

I then explained to the man that the jinn usually lie when they 
give away the name of the person who cast the spell in order to 
spread hatred and animosity between people. 

The Fourth Illustration 

A Jinni Wants to Enter the Sheikh’s Body 

A man came to me and told me that his wife really hated him, 
and she only calmed down when he left the house. After I asked 
her a few questions to determine the symptoms and the kind of 
spell, I was convinced that she was under the separation spell. 
When I recited the ruqya on her, a jinni spoke out of her and we 
had the following conversation which I will summarize here. 

I asked him, “What is your name?" 

He replied, “I will not tell you my name.” 
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“What is your religion?” I continued. 

He said, “Islam.” 

“Since when it is permissible for a Muslim to torment a 
Muslim woman?” I asked him. 

“I love her and I am not tormenting her. I only want her 
husband to leave her,” he declared. 

“Do you want them to split up?” 

He said, “Yes.” 

“What you are doing is unlawful and you should leave in 
obedience to Allah (S.W.T.) ” 

“No. 1 am in love with her.” 

“But she hates you,” I insisted. 

“No, she loves me.” 

“You are lying. She hates you and that is why she is here, 

she wants you out of her body.” 

He said, “I will not leave.” 

“Then I will have to bum you with the Quran - with the 
might of Allah and His strength,” and then 1 started reciting some 
verses that made him scream. I said, “Will you leave now?” 

“Yes, but with one condition.” 

I asked, “What is your condition?” 

“That if I leave her, I can enter your body instead.” 

“That is fine. Leave her and enter my body if you can,” I 
challenged. 

r 

He hesitated for a minute and then he cried. I asked him why 
he was crying. He said, “You have said your Athkar in the 
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morning before you left home and I cannot enter your body." 

I said, ‘Then leave." He gave his promise not to come back 
again and thanks are to Allah Alone (S.W.T.). 

Second: 

The Love Spell 

The Prophet (S.A.W.) says, "The Ruqya, the Tnmmum, and 
the Tawwella are Shirk ." 1 

Ihn Al-Athir said that the Tawwella is the kind of spell that 
the sorcerers use to make a wife love her husband. It is 
Considered Shirk since people believe that it affects them in itself 
and against what Allah has destined, 

] also would like to point out that the Ruqya mentioned here 
is the one where the sorcerers seek the help of the salans, the 
devils, the jinn, and whatever else which is considered 
committing Shirk in Allah. However, the Ruqya of reciting the 
Quran and saying the lawful supplications and Athkar is lawful 
according to the consensus of the scholars. The Prophet (S.A.W.) 
said, 'There is nothing wrong with ruqya as long as it docs not 
contain Shirk,” 

Symptoms or the Spell of Love 
Infatuation and increased love 
Great desire for sexual intercourse 
Not being able to stay away from her (or him) 

Narrated by Ahamd, Abu Dawoiid, Jim Mujuh, Al-Haktin. ami Al-Alhani 
said it is sahib hadcclh. 
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Always looking forward to see her (or him) 

Obeying her blindly 
How is the spell of love cast? 

In many cases problems occur between a husband and his 
wife. Sometimes the wives do not take the time to fix these 
problems. Instead they hurry to a sorcerer to have them make a 
spell that will make their husbands love them all over again. This 
happens because of the lack of a good religion or because they 
do not know that what they are doing is unlawful. 

The sorcerer will ask the wife to get something with traces 
from her husband like a handkerchief, T-shirt, or a hat that has 
some of his sweat on it and has not been washed or cleaned, The 
sorcerer takes a few threads from the cloth and ties the threads in 
knots and blows his spell on them. He will order the wife to put 
the spell in a place where no one can find it. Another method of 
casting the spell is to put it in the food or water and make the 
husband drink or eat it, In many cases, the spell is made of filth 
or menstruation blood and then the sorcerer orders the wife to put 
it in the food, drink, or his cologne. 

When the Spell Backfires 

Sometimes the husband suffers and gets ill because of the 
spell. 1 heard of a case where someone was sick for three years 
because of such spell. 

Sometimes the spell will have the opposite effect and the 
husband will hate his wife instead of loving her. This is due to 
the ignorance of the sorcerer himself. 
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Sometimes the wife asks for a double spell that will make 
her husband hate all the other women and only love her. That can 
cause him to hate his mother, sisters, aunts and all of his women 
relatives. 

Sometimes that double spell backfires and the husband will 
hate his wife too. I know of such a story where the husband hated 
his wife too and when the wife went back to the sorcerer to fix 
that problem, she was shocked to find out that the sorcerer had 
died. 

The Reasons for Wanting a Spell 

Problems break out between the husband and his wife. 

The woman’s is greedy for her husband’s money if he is 

rich. 

The woman fears that the husband might marry another 
woman despite the fact that this lawful in our religion. However 
the wives of our time are greatly influenced by the corruptive 
media. Wives have the fear that their husbands do not love them 
anymore if they want to take second wives. That is a big mistake 
since there are many other reasons that push the husband to 
remarry. For example, he may want more children, or he may 
have more physical needs that she can handle especially during 
menstruation or during the child bearing and post-delivery time. 
He may also want to strengthen his relationship with another 
family, etc. 
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The Lawful Magic 

This is an advice that I give to the Muslim woman who can 
“cast” a good spell on her husband and have him love her and 
think about her in a lawful way. She could achieve that by 
always looking the best she can and adorn herself lor him. She 
should try never to let him see her in an unattractive manner. lie 
should always smell a good smell from her, always see her smile, 
hear her sweet words, feel comfortable around her, trust her with 
his money, and trust that she will take a good care of their 
children. She should be obedient to him unless he orders her to 
do something Allah lias prohibited. However, if wc take an 
investigative look at our society today, wc would sec that things 
arc very contradictory to what they should be. For example, one 
would see women putting on their best clothes and make 
themselves up and leave the home as if she is going to her 
wedding just to visit a friend or attend a gathering. When she 
gets back home, she puts the nice clothes down and washes off 
her make up and puts up her adornment to be used for another 
party. Her poor husband who bought those things for her never 
gels to enjoy them. He only sees her in old rags while at home 
and smells on her the odor of onions and garlic. 

If the wife took a minute and thought about this, then she 
would realize that her husband is the only one worthy of seeing 
her beauty. My advice to these ladies is to start the housework as 
soon as the husband leaves, and then rest, wash up, put make up 
on and w'ail for him. If he finds a beautiful wife and nice food 
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wailing on him when he gets hack from work, then she has cast a 
loving spell on him and he assured that he will hold on to her 
forever. Moreover, when doing all of this, the women should 
intend it to please Allah (S.W.T.) loo. If" you help your husband 
lower his gaze when he is out, then you have saved him from 
committing the unlawful. Remember that the satisfied person 
docs not desire food: it is he who is always hungry that longs for 
food. Think about these words, they are valuable. 

The Treatment or the Love Spell 

You start by reading the ruqya mentioned before but skip 
the verse 102 of Surah Al-Baqaru and reeile instead the verse 14- 
16 from Surah Al-Taghabun. 

“Oh you who believe! Verily, among your wives and your 
children there are enemies for you (who may stop you from the 
obedience of Allah); therefore beware of them! But if you pardon 
(them) and overlook, and forgive (their faults), then verily Allah 
is Oft -Forgiving, Most Merciful. Your wealth and your children 
are only a trial, whereas Allah! With Him is a great reward 
(Paradise). So keep your duty to Allah and fear Him as much as 
you can; listen and obey, and spend in charity; that is better for 
yourselves. Ana whosoever is saved from his own covetousness, 
then they are the successful ones.” 

“Ya Ayuha A I -Thee na Aamanu Enna Min A7.wajikum Wa 
Awladikum A’aduwan lakum Fah’-Thamhum. Wa en Ta'fu wa 
Tasfah’u Wa Taghfiru Fa Fnna Allaha Ghafurun Rah’ccm. 
Enncma Amawalakum Wa Awladukum Fitnatan Wallahu 
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E’ndahu ajrun A’atheem. Fattaqu Allaha Ma Astata’atum 
Wasmao’u Wa Atio’u Wa Anfiqu Khairan Li Anfusakum Wa 
man Yuqa Shuh’h’a Nafsihi Fa oulaeka Huinu Al-Muflih’uun.” 

In most cases the patient does not go into a seizure when 
this kind of spell is cast on him. Instead, he feels numbness in the 
limbs, a headache, constriction in the chest, or a bad 
stomachache if in his case he drank the spell. He could even 
vomit. 

If he feels stomach pain or is going to throw up, then read on 
some water the following verses and have him drink the water in 
front of you. If he vomits and his vomit is yellow, red, or black in 
color, then the spell is broken, Allah willing. If not, then order 
him to drink from the water for three weeks. 

The verses to read are the following: 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“Musa said: ‘What you have brought is sorcery; Allah will 
surely make it of no effect. Verily, Allah does not set right the 
work of Al-Mufsiduun (the evil-doers, corrupters). And Allah 
will establish and make apparent the truth by His Words, 
however much the Mujrimuun (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners) may hate it.’” (Surah Yunus, verses 81, 82) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“Qala Musa Ma Je’tum bihi As-Sih’r Enna Allaha Sa 
Yabtiluhu Enna Allaha La Yusleh’u A’amala Al-Mufsideen. Wa 
Yuh’eqqa AI-H’aqqa Bi Kalimatihi wa Lauw Kariha AI- 
Mujrimuun.” 
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These verses should be recited seven times and the part of 
the verse, “Enna Allaha Sa Yabtiluhu” should be recited seventy 
times. 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“And We revealed to Musa (saying): ‘Throw your stick,’ 
and behold! It swallowed up straight away all the falsehoods 
which they showed. Thus truth was confirmed, and all that they 
did was made of no effect. So they were defeated there and 
returned disgraced. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. They 
said: ‘We believe in the Lord of the A’alameen (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists); the Lord of Musa and Harun.’” (Surah Al- 
Aa’raf, verses 117-122) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“ Wa Awh’ayna Ella Musa An Alqee A’asaka Fa Etha Hiya 
Talqafu Ma Ya’fikuun. Fa waqa’a Al-H’aqqu Wa Batala Ma

Wa Ulqiya As-Sah’aratu Sajideen, Qaluu Ammanna 13 i Rabbi

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“That which they have made is only a magician’s trick, and 
the magician will never be successful, to whatever amount (of 
skill) he may attain.” (Surah Taha, verse 69) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem. 

Ennema Sanao’u Raida Sah’eren Wa La Yuflih’u As- 
Sah’iru H’aithu Ata.” 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan.

“Allah! La ilaha ilia Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He), Al-Hayyul-Qayyum (the Ever Living, the 
One Who sustains and protects all that exists). Neither slumber 
nor sleep overtakes Him. To Him belongs whatever is in the 
heavens and whatever is on the earth. Who is he that can 
intercede with Him except with His Permission? He knows what 
happens to them (His creatures) in this world, and what will 
happen to them in the Hereafter. And they will never compass 
anything of His Knowledge except that which He wills. His 
Kursi extends over the heavens and the earth, and He feels no 
fatigue in guarding and preserving them. And He is the Most 
High, the Most Great.” (Surah A1 Baqara, verse 255) 

Ao’uthu Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“Allahu La Ilaha Ilia Huwa Al-H'ayyu Al-Qayyuum, La 
Ta’-khuthuhu Sinatun Wa La Nawm, Lahu Ma Fee As- 
Samawate Wa Ma Fee A-Ard, Man Tha Al-Lathi Yashfa’u 
I’ndahu Ilia Bi-e’thnihi, Ya’lamu Ma Bayna Aydeehim Wa Ma 
Khalfahum, Wa La Yuh’eetoona Be Shai-en Min Flmihi Ilia 
Bima Shaa’ Wase’a Kursyihu As-Samwate Wa Al-Ard Wa La 
Yau’duhu Hifthuhuma Wa Huwa Al-A’a’liyuu Al-A’atheem.” 

You should read all of the above verses on the water seven 
times. 

Note: One should not tell his wife that he has broken the 
spell because she might seek to cast another one. 

A Practical Illustration in Treating the Love Spell 
A Man Controlled by his Wife 

A man came to me and told me that things had been normal 
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between him and his wife, but for the last few months thing had 
changed and became very weird. He said that he could not stand 
being away from her now. When he is at work, he thinks about 
her. He rushes back home just to see her. If he has visitors, he 
leaves the room to go and see her. He feels very jealous, and he 
sleeps with her a lot more than he used to. He feels like she 
controls him and if she enters the kitchen or the bedroom, he 
follows her. He even watches her do the house chores. He did not 
know what to do, and if she asked for anything, he would hurry 
to fulfill her wish. 

I recited verses from Allah’s Book on some water and told 
him to drink and wash from it for three weeks. Then he should 
come back to me without letting the wife notice anything was 
different. After the three weeks passed, he came and told me that 
things had gotten better, but he was not totally cured. I repeated 
the treatment. Praises are for Allah Alone, and there is no might 
or power except in Allah. 

Third: 

The Spell of Imagining Things 

Allah (S.W.T.) said in the Holy Quran, "They said: ‘Oh 
Musa! Either you throw (first), or shall we have the (first) 
throw?’ He (Musa) said: ‘Throw you (first).’ So when they 
threw, they bewitched the eyes of the people and struck terror 
into them, and they displayed a great magic. And We revealed to 
Musa (saying): ‘Throw your stick,’ and behold! It swallowed up 
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straight away all the falsehoods which they showed. Thus truth 
was confirmed, and all that they did was made of no effect. So 
they were defeated there and relumed disgraced. And the 
sorcerers fell down prostrate, They said: ‘We believe in the Lord 
of the A’alameen (mankind, jinn and all that exists); the Lord of 
Musa and Hamn. , “ (Surah Al-Aa’raf, verses 1 15-122) 

Allah (S.W.T,) also said. “They said: ‘Oh Musa! Either you 
throw first or will we be the first to throw?’ (Musa) said: 'Nay. 
throw you (first)!’ Then behold! Their ropes and their sticks, by 
their magic, appeared to him as though they moved fast." (Surah 
Taha, verses 65, 66) 

Symptoms of the Spell 

To see the fixed thing as something moving and the moving 
thing as something fixed, 

To see the little thing as something big and the big thing as 
something little. 

To see things different from that they really are; just like 
when the people saw the slicks and the ropes move like they 
were snakes. 

How is the Spell Prepared? 

The sorcerer brings something that is known to people and 
then he says his shirk spell and his kufr hex and then seeks help 
from the satans to make people see something that does not 
really exist. 

Someone told me that he had seen a sorcerer read his spell 
on an egg and the egg started rotating in a great speed. Another 
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person told me thy l he had seen a sorcerer bring iwo stones and 
say an enchantment on them. Then the two stones began to 
knock against each other like rams. 

Usually sorcerers do these things to get peoples’ money or to 
get their admiration. The sorcerers use this kind of sorcery in 
different types of spells. Tor example, the spell of separation will 
contain in it a spell that will make the husband think that his w ife 
is ugly, Similarly, the spell of love will contain in it a spell that 
will make the husband sec his wife as very beautiful. 

This type of sorcery is different from what people call magic 
tricks which depend on the quickness of the hand and other 
tricks. 

Breaking the Spell 

In order to break this kind of spell, one uses whatever is 
normally said to expel the satans and the jinn. For instance: 

The Alban (the call lor prayer) 

Reciting Ayah Al-Kursi 

The lawful Athkyr to expel I satans 

Saying liismi Allah 

All of the above should only be said after one has performed 
ablution. If after reciting and saying the above Athkar, Ihe spell 
(or illusion) did nut break, then he is not a sorcerer; he is only a 
magician. 
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A Practical Illustration for Breaking the Spell that Makes Us 
Imagine Things 

The Sorcerer that Made the Quran Turn Around 

Once, in one of the villages there was a sorcerer who used to 
show off his talent by tying the Quran with a thread and by tying 
a key on the other end. He would lift the Quran by the key and 
then enchant it with a hex and tell the Quran to turn right. The 
Quran would quickly turn to the right, and then he would tell the 
Quran to turn left and the Quran would quickly turn left. The 
sorcerer could do that without moving his hand. People had seen 
him do this many times, and they were astounded. They were 
close to falling into committing Shirk because they thought that 
satans could not touch the Quran. 

When I learned about it, I went with one of my friends to see 
him. I was still in high school at that time, and I challenged him 
in front of the people. He brought the Quran along with his other 
stuff. When he set everything up to do his magic, I asked my 
friend to go behind him and read Ayah Al-Kursi many times. I 
stood in front of him and did the same. He said his hex, but the 
Quran did not turn left or right. He read it twice and still nothing 
happened. 

Allah, the Almighty had defeated him in front of the people. 
Allah said, “Verily, Allah will help those who help His (Cause), 
Truly, Allah is All-Strong, All-Mighty.” He lost the respect of all 
the people. 

Praise belongs to Allah; we trust only in Him. 
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Fourth: 
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The Spell of Madness 

Kharija Ibn As-Salt narrated from his uncle that he (the 
uncle) came to the Prophet (S.A.W.) and embraced Islam. When 
he went back to his country, he passed by a people who had a 
madman tied with a chain. The family said, “We heard that your 
friend (Muhammad (S.A.W.)) has brought good, so do you have 
anything to treat our son with?” So he recited Surah Al-Fateha on 
him and he was cured. They gave him a hundred sheep. He went 
back to the Prophet (S.A.W.) and told him, and he (S.A.W.) said, 
“Did you recite anything else?” He said no. He (S.A.W.) said, 
“Take it. Some eat from the ruqya of lies, but you have eaten 
from the ruqya of the truth.” 

Another narration said, “He read surah Al-Fateha on him for 
three days in the morning and in the evening, and then he would 
put his hands together and blow it on him.” 

Symptoms of the Spell of Madness 

There is distraction, astonishment, and a bad case of 
forgetfulness. 

Speech is jumbled or mixed up. 

The eyeballs roll around and up into the head. 

There is restlessness and the person cannot stay in one place. 

The person cannot keep a certain job. 

The person is careless about appearance. 

In bad cases, the victim might go out without knowing 
where to go, and he might spend the night in an abandoned place. 
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How is the spell of madness cast? 

The jinni that is in charge of executing the casting of the 
spell enters the body of the person to be bewitched and lakes a 
place inside the brains- as he was instructed by the sorcerer. The 
jinni then presses against the tissues in the brain that are the 
centers of thinking and remembering. The symptoms of the spell 
then surface. 

Treatment of the Spelt of Madness 

You should read the Ruqya or verses mentioned above. 

If the patient went into an epileptic seizure, then you deal 
with him in the same manner mentioned in this book and in the 
book Man’s Protection against Jinn and Satan. 

If he did not have a seizure, then you recite the ruqya on him 
three times or more. If still he did not have a seizure, then you 
tape the following Surahs on an audio tape and have him listen to 
it two or three times a day for a whole month. 

The Surahs of Ruqya arc: Al-Daqara, Hud, Al-IIijr, As- 
Saffat, Qaf, Ar-Rahman, Al-Muik, Al-Jinn, Al-AaTa, Al-Zalzala, 
Al-Humaza. Al-Kafiruun, Al-Fulaq. An-Nass, Keep in mind that 
the patient will feel constriction in the chest when he hears those 
Surahs. He could even get a seizure and during that period and 
the jinni would speak from his longue. In other cases, pain will 
increase gradually for fifteen days and then will get better lire 
next fifteen days until he is completely cured. After a while, 
recite the Ruqya on him to make sure that he is still all right. 
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The patient should not take any pills that make him relax 
because they do more harm than good. 

Electrical shock treatments are fine during our treatment 
since they are helpful in harming the jinni and they speed up the 
healing process. 

You can shorten the period of treatment to less than a month 
and you can increase it to three months or more. 

During the period of treatment the patient should abandon all 
sins even the smaller ones; especially listening to music, 
smoking, missing the prayers, or in the case of women, going out 
unveiled. 

If the patient felt pain in the stomach, then that is an 
indication that the spell is something that was swallowed. In that 
case the Ruqya should be read on water to drink for the period of 
treatment until he is cured or until he throws it up. 

A Illustration for Treating the Spell of Madness 

A group of men came to me and brought a young man tied 
up in a chain. When he saw me, he ran away and broke the metal 
chain. The men jumped on him and threw him down on the floor. 
I started reciting Quran on him, and every time he had a chance, 
he would spit in my face while I recited. I gave them tapes for 
him to listen to for forty-five days and told them to bring him 
back after that. He came by himself after the forty-five day 
period passed, walking normally and talking in a polite manner. 
He apologized for the way he reacted before even though he did 
not remember what had exactly happened. 1 read the Ruqya on 
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him again and nothing happened; I was sure that he was cured. 
He asked me if he could give charity, fast or anything else to 
show his gratitude to Allah (S.W.T.) for curing him. I told that it 
was not an obligation, but it would be good if he did. 

Another Case 

A young man came to me thinking that he was losing his 
mind and that he was acting strange. When I read the Ruqya on 
him, I found out that a madness spell had been cast on him. He 
was engaged to be married and had to do something. I gave him 
the Ruqya tape and asked him to listen to it. I also read on some 
water for him to drink, and I asked him to come back in a month. 
Twenty days later one of his relatives visited me and told me that 
he had been cured, praise be to Allah, and that he had gotten 
married. There is no might or power except in Allah. 

Fifth: 

The Spell of Laziness 

Symptoms of the Laziness Spell 

Wanting to be alone. 

Completely unsociable. 

Being silent all of the time. 

Hating to be among people. 

Distraction. 

Chronic headache. 

Quietness, calmness, and chronic laziness. 

How is the laziness spell cast? 

The sorcerer sends a jinni to the person he wants to bewitch 
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and orders him to reside in the man’s brains. The sorcerer orders 


the jinni to cause the man to isolate himself from people. The 
jinni will reside in the brain and would do his best to make the 
bewitched show the symptoms. These symptoms vary depending 
on how strong the jinni is. 

Treating the Laziness Spell 

First, read the Ruqya mentioned above. 

If the patient gets a seizure, then you deal with him in the 
manner mentioned above. 

If the patient did not go into a seizure, then you tape the 
following Surahs on an audio tape; Al-Fateha, Al-Baqara, Aal- 
I’mran, Yassine, As-Saffat, Ad-Dukhan, Ath-Thariat, Al-Hasr, 
Al-Maa’arej, Al-Ghashia, Al-Zalzala, Al-Qarea’a, and AI- 
Mua’wethat. 

Tape these surahs and have the patient listen to it three times 
a day; once in the morning, once at A’asr time, and once before 
going to sleep for forty five days. 

Allah willing, as soon as the forty-five day period is passes, 
he will be cured. 

The patient should avoid taking relaxants. 

If the patient feels pain in his stomach, then you should read 
the Ruqya Surahs on water and have him drink from that water 

for the period mentioned above. 

If the patient has a chronic headache, then you should read 
the Ruqya Surahs on enough water for him to wash from every 
three days for the specified above period. He should not add to 
the water or heat it up, and he needs to bathe in a clean place. 
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Sixth: 
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The Spell of Nightmares, Hallucinations, and Suspicion 

The Symptoms 

Nightmares. 

The victim sees in a dream somebody calling on him. 

He hears somebody calling him when there is no one around 

him, 

Paranoia. 

He is always suspicious of others. 

He feels in dreams that he is falling from high places. 

He sees in his dreams that he is being chased by animals. 

How is the spell cast? 

The sorcerer sends a jinni and orders him to keep the man 
busy with seeing things while awake and asleep. The jinni will 
reveal himself to him in different shapes or forms. At night, he 
would come to the man in his dreams in Ihe shape of a wild 
animal attacking him. When awake, the jinni will make the 
patient hear the voices of peoole that he recognizes. The jinni 
will make him lose the sense of what is near and what is far. The 
symptoms usually differ depending on how strong the jinni is. 
The symptoms could gel strong enough to drive the patient to 
madness or be weak enough to make him feel like it is only 
paranoia. 

Treating the Spell 

First read the Rnqya on the patient. 

If he has a seizure, then you treat him as mentioned before. 
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If he did not have a seizure, then you give him the following 
instructions. 

Perform ablution and recite Ayah Al-Kursi before sleeping. 

Gather the hands, read the Mua’wethat, blow in them and 
then pass the hands over the body three times. 

Recite Surah As-Saffat in the morning and Surah Ad- 
Dukhan in the evening or listen to them. 

Recite Surah Al-Baqara every three days or listen to it. 

Supplicate the following in the morning and in the evening, 
“H’asbiya Allahu La Ilaha Ilia Huwa A’alayhi Twakkaltu Wa 
Huwa Rabbu Al-A’arshu Al-A’atheem (Allah is enough 
Protector for me, there is no god but He, on Him I depend and 
He is the Lord of the Great Throne).” This Dua’a should be said 
seven times. 

Recite the last two verses of Surah Al-Baqara before going 
to sleep.' 

He should say before sleeping, “Bismi Allahi Wada’tu Janbi, 
Allahumma Ighfir Lee Thanbi Wa Akhsii’ Shaitani Wa Fukka 
Rihani, Waja’alni Fee An-Nadiee Al-A’ala (In the Name of 
Allah, I lie down on my side. Oh Allah, forgive my sin and 
defeat my satan and release my chains and place me with the 
high creation.).” 

You should tape for him the following Surahs: Fusselat, Al- 
Fath, Al-Jinn. He should listen to the tape three times daily. 

1 Narrated by Al-Bukhari and Muslim 
: Narrated by Abu Dawoud, it is a sahih hadeeth. 
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If he follows all the instructions above for one whole month, 
he will be cured by the Will of Allah (S.W.T.). 

Seventh: 

The Spell of Illness 

The Symptoms 

Chronic pain in one of the organs. 

Epileptic seizures. 

Paralysis in one of the limbs. 

Total paralysis. 

Shut down of one of the senses. 

I would like to point out here that these symptoms are 
similar to regular illnesses and the only way to differentiate 
between them is through reciting the Ruqya. If the recitation 
causes dizziness, a headache, a trembling of the limbs, or any 
other change in the body reaction, then it is a spell. Otherwise it 
is a sickness that needs to be treated by a regular doctor. 

How is the spell cast? 

It is a known fact that the brain is the control center of the 
body. Thus, every one of the senses has a point in the brain that 
gives the signals to the muscles to react. For example, if your 
finger gets near a fire, then the nerve in the finger will send a 
signal to a specific point in the brain. As a result, instructions 
rush from the brain ordering the organs to stay away from that 
fire. All of this happens in a split of a second. Allah said in the 
Quran, “This is the creation of Allah. So show Me that which 
those (whom you worship) besides Him have created .” 1 


Surah Lukman, verse 1 1 
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Therefore, if an illness spell is cast on somebody, then the 
jinni in charge of the spell will take position in the brain in the 
center of hearing, vision, or in the sense of touch in the hand or 
the leg. In that case the organ is under three of the following 
states. 

1. The jinni prevents, by the Will of Allah, the signals from 
the brain from reaching the specified organ. Thus the 
patient’s speech will be impaired, or he will be blind, 
deaf, or partially paralyzed. 

2. The jinni prevents, with the Power of Allah, the signals 
from the brain but not all the time. Thus the specified 
organ will sometimes function properly and sometimes 
not. 

3. The jinni gives repetitive signals to the organ leading to 
stiffness in the organ, and the patient will be like a 
paralyzed person. 

Allah (S.W.T.) said about the sorcerers, “And they could not 
harm anyone except by Allah’s Leave.” (Surah Al-Baqara, verse 
102) Thus Allah (S.W.T.) has confirmed that the sorcerers can 
harm people, but everything depends on Allah’s Will. One 
should not be surprised about that. 

Most doctors do not confess to such facts and they do not 
believe in them. As for those who saw many cases of spells being 
cured, they had to give in to Allah’s Order. One time a doctor 
came to me asking for something strange and I asked him how I 
could help him. He said, “A man brought his crippled son to me 
to treat. I diagnosed him for polio and that his lower vertebrae 
could neither be fixed by drugs nor by an operation. A few 
weeks later I saw the man and asked him about his son, he said 
‘Praise be to Allah, my son if fine and he is even walking on the 
walls.’ I asked, ‘Which doctor did you take him to?’ He said, ‘I 
took him to Wahid,' and that is why I am here, I want to know 
how you treated him.” 
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1 replied, “I recited verses from the Book of Allah on him 
then 1 read the Ruqya Surahs on some black seed oil and 1 
ordered him to rub his paralyzed limbs with it. Praise be to Allah, 
the 1 .ord of all the worlds, and there is no might or power except 
in Allah.” 

Treatment of the Spell 

1. You recite the Ruqya Surahs on the patient three times 
and if he has a seizure, then you treat him accordingly. 

2, If he did not have a seizure, but felt light reactions tiicn 
you do the following: 

a. Tape the following Surahs for him: Al-Falehu (7 
limes). Ayah Al-Kursi {7 times), Al-Mua’wethat (7 
limes). A!- Jinn (I lime), and Ad-Dukhan (1 time). Have 
him listen to the tape three times a day. 

b. Read the following Ruqya on black seed oil and 
order him to rub his forehead and wherever he feels pain 
twice a day. The Ruqya is: Al-Fatcha, Al-Mua’wcthat, 
and saying, "Wa Nunnazzeliu Mina AI-Qurani Ma Huwa 
Shifa-un W<» Rah’matun Lil-Mn'mineen," This means, 
“And We send down of the Quran that which is a healing 
and a mercy to those who believe (in Islamic Monotheism 
and act on it) “ This is done seven times. 

e. Have him say, “Bismi AUahi Urqeek Wa Aitahn 
Yashfeek Min Kitiii Da-en Yu’theek, Wa Min Knit Nafsen 
Aou A '(tint H’aseden, Aitahn Yashfeek, " (With the Name 
of Allah 1 perform Ruqya on you, Allah is the One who 
cures you from any disease that harms you, and from 
every evil soul or an envious eye. may Allah cure you) 
seven times. 

d. Have him say, “AUahumma Rabba An-Nasx, Ath- 
hihi Al-Ba's, Washfee Anta Ash-Shafee, La Shifaa'a Ilia 
Shifa-uk, Shifa-an La Yughadiru Saqaman.” (Oh Allah, 
the Lord of all the people, send the disease aw r ay and cure 
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me since You are the Curer, there is no cure but Your 
Cure, a cure that will not be affected by any disease,) 

The patient should follow these instructions for forty days. If 
he docs not get better, then you repeat the same Ruqya again and 
hopefully he will be cured. 

Illustrations of Treating the Illness Spell 

The girl who could not speak for a month 

A girl was brought to me by her father and brother, and she 
could not speak. She could not even open her mouth to eat. They 
were forcing her mouth open just to get her to drink milk and 
juice. They said that she has been like that for thirty- five days. 
When I recited the Ruqya on her she was cured and spoke. Praise 
be to Allah, the Lord of the worlds. 

A Jinni holds on to a woman’s foot 

A woman said that her foot was in a lot of pain. I said that it 
could be rheumatism. However. I read the Ruqya on her She 
could hardly walk, hut as soon as she heard the Patcha, she had a 
seizure and the jinni spoke from her tongue. He told me that he 
was holding on to her foot. 1 ordered him to leave her out of 
obedience to Allah (S.W.T,). He did and the woman walked out 
feeling fine. 

The face that was always turned because of a jinni 

There was a man that came to me and his face was obviously 
turned to the right. When 1 read the Ruqya on him, the jinni 
spoke saying that he had harmed him, 1 convinced the jinni that 
the poor man did not know and that it is unlawful for the jinni to 
enter a human body. I ordered him to enjoin the good, and I 
advised him against doing the evil and he responded. He left, 
praise be to Allah. The man walked out and his mouth was 
normal: thanks arc to Allah (S.W.T.). 
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The girl the doctors could not cure 

A girl’s father came to me and told me that his daughter had 
a shock two months before and had not spoken since. She was 
not eating either. He told me that she was in the hospital in the 
medium-care unit. The doctors said that her tests were normal 
and that they could not diagnose her case. All they could do was 
to puncture an opening in her ihroat in order for her to breathe, 
and they stuck a tube in it for food. They did not expect her to get 
belter. 

It was not my habit to go to a patient, however in this case I 
made an exception since 1 had gotten a letter from one of the 
religious scholars whom I respected very much. Sheikh Sa'id Ibn 
Misfir Al-Qahtani asked me to see her. They got me a pass to see 
her and treat her. I saw' a scene 1 cannot describe. She was pale, 
thin, and could not move anything except for her head a little bit. 
1 asked her about her symptoms and she answered me negatively 
by moving her head, I did not know what was wrong with her, 
However when we went to pray the evening prayer in the 
mosque, 1 supplicated Allah to heal her. 

When we went back to the hospital, I put my hand on her 
head and recited Surah Al-Falaq and supplicated. “Ailaluimma 
K abba Art-Nass, Ath-hibi Al-Ba' i\ Waxhfee Anlti Ash-Shufee, La 
Shifaa’a lUa Shifa-uk, Shifa-an La Yughadiru Saqaman (Oh 
Allah, the Lord of the people, take away this trial and cure me for 
You arc the Curcr. 1 ask you for a cure that is not overcome by 
disease)/' and by the Grace of Allah, the girt spoke, The father 
and her brothers started crying from joy and the father wanted to 
kiss my forehead. I reminded him that it was Allah who cured 
her not me and that He had destined she be cured at that moment 
by the hands of one of His servants. The girl said, “Praise be to 
Allah, please take me out of this hospital.” 

A jinni telling where the spell was 

A sick young man came to me. When I read the Ruqya on 
him, the jinn spoke and said that he was ordered by a sorcerer to 
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make the man sick. He told us the name of (he sorcerer, and he 
told us that the spell was placed at the doorstep of the man’s 
house. I ordered the jinni out and he left. The family of the young 
man broke the doorstep and found the spell consisting of ripped 
up papers with letters written on them. They melted the papers in 
water and the spell was broken by the Grace of Allah (S.W.T.). 

Eighth: 

The Spell of Hemorrhage 

How is the spell cast? 

This kind of spell is only cast on women. The sorcerer sends 
a jinni to a certain woman to cause her to bleed. The jinni enters 
the woman’s body and runs in her veins. The Prophet (S.A.W.) 
says, “Satan runs in the veins of the son of Adam .” * 1 When the 
jinni reaches a vein in the uterus of the woman, he kicks it in a 
way to make it bleed. When the Prophet (S.A.W.) was asked by 
Himna Bint Jah’sh about seeing blood (that is not menstruation 
blood), he said, “This is a kick by Satan .” 2 

In another narration, he (S.A.W.) said, “It is a broken vein 
and not menstruation .” 3 

What is the spell of Hemorrhage? 

The scholars call this type of bleeding Istih'ada, and the 
doctors call it hemorrhage. Ibn Al-Athir explains Istih’ada as the 
blood still seen by the woman after her regular menstruation 
period was over. The bleeding could continue for months, and 
the amount could be a little or a lot. 


Narrated by A1 -Bukhari and Muslim 
‘ Narrated by Al-Tirmithi who said it is a sahih hadecth. 

1 This narration is from Ahmad and An-Nasa’ii. 
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1. You read the Ruqya on some water and have the woman 
drink and wash from it for three days and the bleeding will 
stop, Allah (S.W.T.) willing. 

2. If the bleeding docs not stop, then you write this verse, 
“Likulli Nabci-en Mustaqqar (For every news there h a 
reality)," on a dean piece of paper with dean ink and 
dissolve it in water. The woman should drink it first thing in 
the morning for eleven days and the bleeding will stop with 
the Power of Allah (S.W.T.). 

A Illustration in Treating the Hemorrhage Spell 

A woman came to me and said she had a bad case of 
bleeding. 1 read the Ruqya on her and 1 gave her Quranic cassette 
tapes. Few days later the bleeding stopped, praise be to Allah. 

As Tor writing verses from the Quran and dissolving the ink 
in water and drinking, it was decreed lawful hy Sheikh Al-Islam 
Ibn Taimiah. may Allah have mercy on his soul. He said. “It is 
lawful according to Imam Ahmad and others for the sick and the 
possessed to write something from the Book of Allah (S.W.T,) 
with dean ink and then wash with it or drink from it," 

Ninth: 

The Spell to Keep Someone from Getting 
Married 

How is the spell cast? 

The malicious person who intends to harm someone goes to a 
sorcerer and asks him to cast a spell on the daughter that person 
in order that she will not gel married. The sorcerer will ask for 
her name, the name of her mother, and something from her that 
has traces from her. The sorcerer will prepare the spell and will 
order one jinni or more to cast the spell. The jinni will stay close 
to that woman until he gets the chance to enter her body. The 
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jinni can only enter a human body during one of the following 
occurrences. 

1 . Extreme fear. 

2. Extreme anger. 

3. Extreme heedlessness. 

4. Chasing after one’s lusts. 

After following the sorcerer’s instructions, the jinni has two 
choices. 

1. He enters the woman’s body and makes her annoyed with 
every person who asks for her hand and thus she refuses to 
marry him. 

2. On the other hand, he might not be able to to enter her 
body and so he makes the man asking for her hand imagine 
her as an ugly person. The jinni can whisper bad thoughts 
about her, and he can do the same to the woman when she 
looks upon the man. 

Thus every man who asks for her hand changes his mind. 
Even if he agreed at first, the jinni will keep whispering to him 
not to marry her until he backs off. In some extreme cases where 
the magic spell is very strong, the man will feel a constriction in 
his chest the minute he visits her home, and then he never comes 
back. During that time the jinni causes the woman headaches 
every now and then. 

The Symptoms 

1. The victim has a headache every once in a while that does 
not go away with pain killers. 

2. She feels an extreme constriction in her chest especially 
after the A’asr (afternoon prayer) time that lasts until 
midnight. 

3. She sees the groom to be as very ugly. 
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4. She is not being able to concentrate and think about one 
thing. 

5. She has insomnia. 

6. She gets stomachaches that last for long periods. 

7. There is pain in the lower vertebrae of the lower back. 

Treatment 

1. The Ruqya is read on her, and if the jinni speaks out, then 
she is treated according to what was mentioned previously. 

2. If she does not have a seizure and she feels a change in 
her body, then give her the following instructions. 

a. Ask her to pray on time. 

b. Ask her not to listen to singing or music. 

c. Ask her to perform ablution before she goes to bed 
and to recite Ayah Al-Kursi. 

d. Ask her to gather her hands together, read the Al- 
Mu’awethat, blow lightly in her hands and then pass 
them over her body. 

e. Record Ayah Al-Kursi on an audio tape repeatedly 
for one hour and have her listen to it once daily. 

f. Record the Mua’wethat (Al-Ikhlas, Al-Falaq, and 
An-Nass) on an audio tape repeatedly for one hour and 
have her listen to it once daily. 

g. Read the Ruqya on some water and have her drink 
from it and wash in it once every three days. 

h. Ask her to say after the morning prayers, “La llaha 
Ilia Allah Wah’dahu La Sharika Lahu, Lahu Al-Mulk 
Wa Lahu Al-H’amd Yuh’yee Wa Yumeet Wa Huwa 
A'ala Kulli Shai-en Qadeer (There is not god but 
Allah,the One with no partners, to Him belong all the 
ownership and to Him belong all the praise and He is

Omnipotent over everything).” She should say it 100 
times daily. 

If she follows the above instructions for one month, then one 
of two things could happen. 

1 . She could lose all the symptoms and thus she is cured and 
the spell was broken by the Will of Allah (S.W.T.). 

2. Otherwise, she might have bad pains and the symptoms 
grow worse. Then the Ruqya should be read on her and she 
will have a seizure and then she will be treated as mentioned 
previously. 

The Illustration for Breaking the Spell 

There was a woman who would agree to a marriage in the 
morning and refuse in the evening. A young man came to me 
and told me that they had a strange relative that when somebody 
asked for her hand in marriage, she would accept gladly. She 
would always change her mind the next morning without giving 
an excuse. The same thing happened many times and her family 
grew suspicious. 

When 1 read the Ruqya on her she had a seizure and a female 
jinni spoke from her. I asked her, “Who are you?” and she said 
her name, but 1 do not remember what it was. I asked, “Why did 
you enter the body of this girl?” 

She said, “Because I love her.” 

“She does not love you, so what do you want from her?” I 
asked. 

“I do not want her to get married,” she claimed. 

“How do you keep her from getting married?” 

She said, “Every time someone asked for her hand and she 
accepted, I would come to her at night and threaten her that I 
would harm her if she got married.” 


I said, “What is your religion?” 
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“1 am a Muslim” 

"What you are doing is unlawful in Islam,” 1 told her. “The 
Prophet (S.A.W.) said, ‘There should be neither harming nor 
reciprocating harm,* and you are inflicting harm on this woman. 
The female jinni was convinced and she left the woman’s body 
by Allah’s Grace and there is no might or power except in Allah 
(S.W.T.). 

Some Important Information about Sorcery 

1. The symptoms of sorcery some limes resemble those of 
possession. 

2. Feeling stomach pains is an indication that the 
spell was cast in food or drink. 

3. Treating by the Quran cannot be successful unless two 
conditions arc fulfilled. 

a. The one treating must adhere to the religion., 

b. The patient must have trust and conviction that 
the Quran heals. 

4. Most cases of sorcery will give the symptom of feeling 
constriction in the chest, especially at night. 

5. You might know the place of the spell in two ways: 

a. The jinni in charge of casting the spell will 
himself tell you and in that case you do not believe 
him until you send someone to make sure he is telling 
the truth since the jinn lie a lot. 

b. The patient or the person treating could make a 
two Raka'as of prayer with honesty, sincerity, and 
tranquility in the last third part of the night and ask 
Allah to lead him to the spell. In that case, you might 
see a vision or have a strong feeling where it is 
located. If you do find the spell in that manner, then 
you should thank Allah (S.W.T.) even more. 
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6. You can read the Ruqya on black seed oil and order the 
patient to rub the place of pain twice a day. That method 
works with all the different spells. 

Al- Bukhari narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “The 
black seed is a cure for every disease except for death.” 

A patient guided by Allah (S.W.T.) to the place of the 

spell. 

This young woman came to me and as soon as I read the 
Ruqya on her. I realized that she had a strong spell cast on her. 
She saw ghosts in her sleep and even while she was awake. I 
gave her parents the treatment and told them that Allah (S.W.T.) 
would break the spell no matter where it was. They asked if there 
was a way to know where the spell might be. I told them that 
they could wake up in the last third of the night and ask Allah 
(S.W.T.) to guide them to the spell since that time is a time when 
supplication is answered by Allah (S.W.T,). 

The patient herself woke up and prayed and supplicated in 
the last third of the night. She then saw in her dream that 
somebody was leading her to the place the spell was located in 
her house. When she woke up, she told her family about the 
dream, and sure enough, they found the spell where she had seen 
it in the dream. They took it out, broke it, and the girl was cured; 
all praises belong to Allah, the Lord of all the worlds.

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Chapter Seven 

Treatment of the Spell That Keeps the Husband 
from Having Relations with His Wife 

This Is a Knotting Spell 

This is spell that keeps the sexually healthy man from being 
able to have intercourse with his wife. To understand how such 
spell is cast we need to understand how erection takes place. 

The Physiology of the Sexual Organ of Man 

It is known that the penis is a flexible piece of flesh that 
when the blood is pumped into it, it becomes erected. When the 
blood returns to the body, then penis goes back to normal. 

Erection Goes through Three Stages 

1. When the man gets sexually aroused, the 
testicles secrete a certain hormone into the bloodstream. 

When that hormone reaches the scalp of the head the 
body gets excited. 

2. Sexual excitement reaches the sex center of the brain. 

3. The sex center in the brain sends a message to the sexual 
organs through the spinal cord, a closed valve opens and the 
blood rushes into the penis and erects it. 

How is the knotting spell cast? 

The satan in charge of the spell positions himself in the sex 
center of the brain that sends out the messages. Satan allows the 
sexual organs to function normally until that man gets close to 
his wife with the intention of having sex. Satan then stops the 
brain from sending messages to the sexual organs and the 
erection that took place during the foreplay ceases and the penis 
relaxes and shrinks. 
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That is why the man under such .spell is normal and has a 
regular erection when he foreplays with his wife, hut as soon as 
he inserts his penis he loses his erection and is incapacitated. 

Sometimes, in the case of a man who is married to two 
women, he is able to have relations with one but not the other 
since the spell is cast against one of the wives. 

How is the spell cast on a woman? 

This is similar to what happens to the man, but the knotting 
spell of the woman consists of five types. 

1. The Spell of Refusal 

In this case, the spell is cast to make the wife refuse having 
relations with her husband. She involuntary clasps her thighs 
together so that her husband cannot go inside. One young man 
was upset with his wife and she apologized and said that it was 
not intentional. She told him that he should tie her thighs apart to 
keep them from coming together, but that did not work. They got 
so frustrated that she suggested he give her a relaxant. That 
worked, but it gave pleasure to one but not the other. 

2 . The Spell of Frigidity 

At other times, the jinni positions himself in the sex center of 
the woman’s brain. When her husband approaches her, the jinn i 
makes her lose all sexual desires. Even if they have intercourse, 
she does not feel any pleasure from it. She cannot respond to her 
husband and it is as if she was under anesthesia. Her body docs 
not secrete the liquid that softens the genital area. Therefore sex 
is a failure. 

3. The Spell of Hemorrhaging 

We explained this spell above when we discussed the types 
of spell and it was explained how it takes place. However, there 
is one difference with this type of spell and that is that the 
bleeding occurs during intercourse. Therefore, this spell takes 
effect when the man is having relations with his wife. The jinni 
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in charge causes heavy bleeding that prevents the husband from 
having intercourse. One soldier told me that every time he took a 
leave to see his wife, she would begin to bleed as soon as he got 
home. The bleeding would last for the five day period of his 
break. When he left to go back to the army, the bleeding would 
stop as soon as he left the house. 

4. The Spell of Blockage 

In this case the man feels an obstruction like a large piece of 
flesh is blocking the way when he tries to go inside and this 
prevents him from having intercourse. 

5. The Spell of Breaking the Hymen: 

In this case the husband thinks that his bride is not a virgin 
since when he had intercourse with her, she felt like she had been 
previously married. When this case is treated, the woman’s 
hymen is restored. 

Treatment 
First Method 

The Ruqya is recited on the victim as was mentioned in the 
beginning of Chapter Six. If the jinni speaks out, then he is asked 
about the place of the spell, so it can be brought out and broken. 
The jinni is then ordered to leave the body. If he leaves the body 
then the spell is broken, and to be sure, the Ruqya is read on him 
again. If the Ruqya was read and the jinni did not speak, then use 
the other methods. 

Second Method 

The following verses are read seven times on water that the 
person should drink and wash from for seven days and the spell 
will be broken, Allah willing. The verses are: 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“Musa said: "What you have brought is sorcery; Allah will 
surely make it of no effect. Verily, Allah does not set right the 
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work of AI-Mufsiduun (the evil-doers, corrupters). And Allah 
will establish and make apparent the truth by His Words, 
however much the Mujrimuun (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners) may hate it.”* (Surah Yunus, verses 81 , 82) 

“An' Mint Billahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajetm, Qaia Musa 
Ma Jv 'turn bihi As-Sih V Enact Alhiha Sa Yubtiluhu Enna Allaha 
La Ynslehu A ’amala Ai-Mufsideen. Wa Yuh’eqqa Al-fi'aqqa Bi 
Kalimatihi wa Lauw Kariha AI-Mujrimuun. ” 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan. 

“And We revealed to Musa (saying): 'Throw your slick,’ and 
hehold! It swallowed up straight away all the falsehoods which 
they showed. Thus truth was confirmed, and all that they did was 
made of no effect. So they were defeated there and returned 
disgraced. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. They said: ’We 
believe in the Lord of the A alameen (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists); the Lord of Musa and Harun.’” (Surah Al-Aa’raf, verses 
117-122) 

“Av’uthu Billahi Mian Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, Wii 
Awh 'ayna Ella Musa Ah Alqee A 'asaka Fa Etha Iliya Taiqafu 
Ma Ya'fikitun. Fa waqa’a Al-H'aqqu Wa Bn la la Ma Kami 
Yaa’tnaluuti- Fa Ghuiibu Himalika Wattqainbu Saghireen. Wa 
l Hqiya As-Sah 'aratu Sajideen, Qahiu Ammanna Bi Rabbi 
Al'A'alameen. Rabbi Musa Wa Haruun. ” 

I seek refuge with Allah from the outcast Satan, 

‘That which they have made is only a magician’s trick, and 
the magician will never be successful, to whatever amount (of 
skill) he may attain.” (Surah Taha. verse 69) 

“Ao'uthu Billahi Mitia Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, Ennema 
Sanaa' u Kaida Sah’eren Wa La Yuflih 'u As-Sah 'ini H aiihtt 
Ata” 
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Seven sage leaves that are still green are prepared. First they 
are ground well using two stones. Then they are placed in a jug 
of water. The one reciting puts his mouth close to the water and 
shakes the leaves in the water while reciting Ayah Al-Kursi and 
the Mua’wethat, both seven times. Then the patient is ordered to 
drink and wash from that water for seven days. lie should not 
heat the water or add other water to it. If he needs it to be 
warmed, then he should only warm it by the heat of the sun. The 
water should not he poured in a filthy place. The spell will be 
then broken, Allah willing, The spell might be broken from the 
very first bath. 

Fourth Method 

The Ruqya is read in the car of the patient, and then the 
following verse is read, 

' l Wa Qademna El a Ma A'ameiu Mitt A ’amalen FA 
Jaa 'alnahu Haba-an Manthoura (And We shall turn to whatever 
deeds they {disbelievers, polytheists, sinners) did, and We shall 
make such deeds as scattered floating particles of dust).” 

The above verse should be read 366 times and the spell will 
break, Allah willing. 

Fifth Method 

Al-llafez said in the Fath: “Abulrazzaq narrated that the 
Shaa’bi said that there is nothing wrong with the Arabic 
treatment which consists of getting leaves, grinding them, and 
reading on them and then washing with them,” 

By reading on them he meant reading the Mua’wethal and 
Ayah Al-Kursi, 

Sixth Method 

Al-Hafcz said, “1 researched for the Arabic Ai-Nashm (jinn 
exorcism) and I found it mentioned in the book Prophetic 
Medicine by Ja'far Al-Mustaghferi. Ja’far said that he found a 
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paragraph in the original handwriting of Nason h Ibn Wasel that 
was taken from Qutaiba Ibn Ahmad Al- Bukhari who said that 
Qutada asked Sa'id Ibn Al-Mnssaycb about a bewitched man 
who could not have sex with his wife and if it was lawful to him 
to use the Arabic Al-Nashra to break the spell. Sa’id said he 
could if his intentions were for the good since anything that is 
done for the benefit of the people is not prohibited.’” 

“Nasouh then said that Hammad Ibn Shaker asked him if he 
knew about the undoing of the knot and the Al-Nashra, but he 
did not know either one. Then Hammad said. They are when the 
man cannot have Intercourse with one wife and can with a not her 
one. The man with that problem lakes a bundle of sticks and u 
double-edged ax and puts the ax inside the sticks and burns them. 
When the ax gets red hot, he takes it out and urinates on it and he 
will then be cured. Allah willing,”’ 

In this case one should be aware that the cure did not come 
from the ax itself. The ax in this case is only a means and ihe 
vapor coming out of the ax in some way harms the jinnt and that 
is why he abandons the body with Allah's permission. 

Seventh Method 

If it is springtime, then the bewitched can gather newel's 
and place them in a clean pot, add to them pure water and boil 
them for a little while. He then waits until the water cools down, 
anti then he should read the Mu’awcthat on the water and pour 
the water on his body. Allah willing, he will be cured. 

Eighth Method 

A pot of water is brought and the Mu’awcthat is read on 
it along with the following supplications. 

"Allahumma Rabba An-Nass mh-heb At -Ha’s Wa Eshfi Anta 
Ash- Shaft La Shifa’a Ilia Shifa-uk Shifa-an La Yughadiru 
Saqaman (Oh Allah, You are the Lord of the people, take the 
disease away and cure since You arc the Curcr, and there is no 
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cure but Your Cure: a Cure that cannot be defeated by 
sickness).** 

“Bismi AUahi Arqeek Wa Allahu Yashfeek Min KitlU Dn-en 
Yu’theek Wa Min Kuili Nqfsen Aon A'ine H'aseden Allahu 
Yashfeek (In die Name of Allali I read Ruqya on you. It is Allah 
who wilt cure you from any disease that harms you and Allah 
will cure you from every envious soul or eye).” 

“Ao'uthu Bi Kali nmt i AUahi At-Tammati Min Sharri Ma 
Khalaq (I seek refuge with Allah's Complete Words from the 
evil of the creation)." 

“Bismi AUahi Al -Lathi La Yaddurru Ma'a Ismihi Shai* 
Fi Al-Ardi Wa La Fi As-Samaae Wa Huwa As-Samiu’u Al- 
A 'alecm (In the Name Of Allah Who nothing will harm with His 
Name neither on Earth nor in the Heavens and He is the Most 
Hearing, the Most Knowing).” 

“Allahumma Ahrel Hatha As-Sih’r fii Qmvwateka Ya Jabbar 
As-Samawate Wa Ai-Ard (Oh Allah, break that spell with Your 
Power. Oh You arc the Powerful of the Heavens and the Earth).’* 

The above supplications are read seven times over the water 
and the patient should drink and wash with it for three days and 
the knots will be undone and the spell will be broken, Allah 
willing. 

Ninth Method 

Read the following in the ear of the person upon whom the 
spell was cast. 

1, Surah Al-Fateha; seventy times. 

2, Ayah Al-Kursi; seventy limes. 

3, A l-Mu’awethat; seventy times 

Yon repeat the above for three days and the spell will hreak, 
Allah willing. 
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A clean pot is brought and the words of Allah (S.W.T.) are 
written with clean ink (in Arabic) inside it. 

“Musa said: ‘What you have brought is sorcery; Allah will 
surely make it of no effect. Verily, Allah does not set right the 
work of Al-Mufsiduun (the evil-doers, corrupters). And Allah 
will establish and make apparent the truth by His Words, 
however much the Mujrimuun (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners) may hate it.’” (Surah Yunus, verses 81, 82) 

Ao ’ uthu Biltahi Mina Ash-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, 

“ Qala Musa Ma Je’tum bihi As-Sih V Enna AUaha Sa 
Yubtiluhu Enna Allaha La Yusleh'u A’amala Al-Mufsideen. Wa 
Yuh’eqqa Al-H’aqqa Bi Kalimatihi wa Lauw Kariha Al- 
Mujrimuun ” 

Next, you pour black seed oil and wipe the ink with oil and 
have the patient rub it on his chest and forehead. He needs to do 
that for three days. The knot will undo in three days, Allah 
willing and the spell will break. Sheik Al-Islam Ibn Taimiah 
decreed it lawful for one to write Quran or Athkar and then wipe 
it with something else and give it to the patient as medicine. 

The Difference between the Knotting Spell, Impotency, 
and Sexual Weakness 

First: The Knotting Spell 

The person under such a spell feels healthy and capable to 
have intercourse with his wife. He will have erection when he is 
away from her, but as soon as he gets near her, his penis loses its 
erection and shrinks. Thus he is unable to have relations with her. 

Second: Impotence 

In this case the man cannot have sexual relations with his 
wife because he cannot have erection whether he was close to her 
or far from her. 
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If the husband has this problem then he cannot have sexual 
intercourse with his wife unless there are long periods between 
each act of intercourse, and even during intercourse he might 
lose his erection shortly after he starts to get it. 

The Treatment 

In regards to the knotting spell, we discussed the ten steps in 
curing it. As for impotence, it is a medical problem and the 
patient needs to go to a regular doctor. Sexual weakness can be 
treated as follows. 

1 . Prepare one kilogram of pure honey. 

2. Read Surah Al-Fateha, Surah Al-Inshirah, and Al- 
Mu’awethat seven times over the honey. 

3. The patient should eat three spoonfuls of honey every day 
on an empty stomach. 

4. He should keep that up for one to two months according 
to how weak he is. 

He will then be cured, Allah willing. 

Treating Certain Kinds of Sterility 
Sterility of Men 

• There are two types of sterility. The first type is physical 
that needs to be treated by regular doctors. 

• The second type is the sterility caused by jinn inside the 
human body and this type is treated by supplications and 
Athkar. 

It is known that for conception by the permission of Allah to 
take place the man has to have more than two hundred million 
sperm in every cubic centimeter of seminal fluid. Sometime the 
jinni will control the secretion of sperm in the man’s testicles and 
cause the number to decrease. In this way he decreases the 
chance of conception. 
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Another way to cause sterility is by killing the sperm. When 
the sperm get to the sperm sac, they wait on a liquid that is 
normally secreted by the Cooper gland into the sac for 
nourishment. The jinni can prevent the gland from secreting the 
liquid and thus cause the sperms to die from lack of nutrition. 

How to Differentiate between the Two Types of Sterility 

Sterility that is caused by the jinn has the following 
symptoms. 

L There is constriction in the chest especially after A’asr 
time until midnight. 

2. The person is always being distracted. 

3. The person has pain in the lower vertebrae of his back 

4. He has insomnia. 

5. He has nightmares. 

Sterility of the Woman 

Similarly sterility in the woman is also of two types. 

• Physical sterility. This means she was created sterile. 

• Sterility due to the jinn who resides in her uterus and 
destroys her eggs. 

The jinn might let the process of fertilization occur and then a 
few months later he breaks a vein in the uterus which causes 
bleeding and miscarriage. When a woman has had many 
miscarriages, then it is probably because of the jinn. Many such 
cases were treated, and we believe that Satan runs in the veins of 
man. 

Treating the Spell of Sterility 

1. Record the Ruqya on a cassette tape and have him or her 
listen to it three times a day. 

2. They should read Surah As-Saffat in the morning or 
listen to it. 
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3. Recite Surah Al-Ma’arej when going to sleep or listen to 
it. 

4. Read on black seed oil the following Surahs seven times: 
A!-Fateha, Ayah Al-Kursi, the last two verses of Al-Baqara, 
the last verses of Aal-I’mran, and Al-Mu’awethat. Then the 
patient should rub the oil on the forehead, the chest and the 
spine before going to sleep. 

5. Read the same verses mentioned above on pure honey 
and have them eat one spoonful a day on an empty stomach. 

The above treatment should last for three months and the 
patient should adhere to Allah’s orders so that they will be 
considered among the faithful and the true believers that Allah 
(S.W.T.) cures by the Quran. 

“And We send down of the Quran that which is a healing and 
a mercy to those who believe (in Islamic Monotheism and act on 
it)” 

“ Wa Nunnazzellu Mina Al-Qurani Ma Huwa Shifa-un Wa 
Rah'matun Lil-Mu’mineen. ” 

Allah has bestowed the blessing of healing by the Quran only 
on those who are true believers. Many such cases have been 
treated successfully by the Grace of Allah. 

Treatment of Premature Ejaculation 

Premature ejaculation may be a physical problem that can be 
treated by regular doctors. Doctors use many methods, some are 
mentioned below. 

1. There are sprays that delay ejaculation by numbing the 
penis. 

2. A man tries to think about something else while having 
intercourse. 

3. He tries to distract himself by solving some complicated 
mathematical equations during sex. 
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Another cause of premature ejaculation is the excitement 
caused by a jinni residing in the prostrate gland and making him 
ejaculate prematurely. This kind of problem can be solved by 
reciting Quran and making Thikr. 

4. The patient should say one hundred times after Fajr 
(morning) prayers, “La Ilaha Ilia Allah Wah’dahu La Sharika 
Lahu Lahu Al-Mulk Wa LAhu Al-H'amd Wa Huwa A' ala 
Kulli Shai-en Qadeer (There is no god but Allah, the One 
with no partners, to him belongs all the praise and to Him 
belongs all the ownership and He is Omnipotent over all 
things).” 

5. The patient should read Surah Al-Mulk before going to 
sleep. 

6. The patient should read Ayah Al-Kursi seventy times a day. 

7. The patient should supplicate the following three times in 
the morning and in the evening, “ Ao’uthu Bi Kalimati Allahi 
At-Tammat Min Sharri Ma Khalaq (I seek refuge with 
Allah’s Complete Words from the evil creation). 

Also he should supplicate three times, “ Bismi Allahi Al-Laihi 
La Yaddurru Ma'a Ismihi Shai’ Fi Al-Ardi Wa La Fi As-Sama’e 
Wa Huwa As-Samie’u Al-A’aleem (In the Name of Allah, the 
One whom none can harm with His Name in the heavens or on 
Earth and He is Most Hearing, Most Knowledgeable). 

Also he should supplicate three times a day for three months, 
“Ao’uthu Bikalimati Allahi At-Tamma Min Kulli Shaitanen Wa 
Hamma Wa Min Kulli A’inen Lamma (I seek refuge with Allah 
Complete Words from every satan and crawling thing and from 
every envious eye). 

Fortifying the Newlyweds before the Wedding Night 

Sorcery is widely spread in many rural communities and 
many young couples suffer from it in those communities. There 
the evil sorcerers make a good living out of harming people. 
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Thus the following question becomes very important. Is it 
possible for a couple that wants to be married to fortify 
themselves from such sorcery? And if someone cast a spell, is 
there a way not to be affected by it? 

The answer is yes, it is possible and I will give those 
fortifications later. However 1 would like to mention the 
following story first. 

There was a pious young man who had dedicated his life for 
the cause of calling people to Allah (S.W.T.) in his lillle village 
and those around it. He used to give people speeches about pure 
faith and monotheism. He used to call to pure conviction and 
warn people against going to the sorcerers. He told them that 
sorcery depended on evil creations and that it is Kufr and that the 
sorcerer they deal with was a Kafir and an enemy to Allah 
(S.W.T.) and His Prophet (S.A.W.), 

In the village, there was also a sorcerer that was famous for 
his spells among the people. Any young man planning to get 
married would go to him and pay him money so that he would 
not cast a bad spell on him and his bride. Whenever someone 
refused to pay him, then the sorcerer would cast a spell and 
demand twice the amount of money to break it. This pious man, 
however, was fighting that evil sorcerer and speaking against his 
evil m public. The young man was a bachelor and the people 
were waiting for the day that this pious man would get married to 
see what he would do with the sorcerer and to see whether this 
young man would be able to protect himself from the sorcerer. 

The Lime came when the young man got engaged to be 
married. He then came to me and told me of his situation and that 
the sorcerer was threatening him. He told me that the village 
people were anxiously waiting to see if he could protect himself 
against the sorcerer. He asked me for advice and whether 1 had 
fort ideal ions to teach him to defeat the sorcerer. I told him that I 
did but on one condition. He asked me about the condition, and I 
told him that 1 wanted him to go challenge the sorcerer publicly 
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and to inform him of the exact date of the wedding. I told him to 
even ask the sorcerer to bring his assistants if he wanted. 

The young man hesitated and asked me if I was sure of what 
I am doing. I told him that I was and victory always belongs to 
the believers. The young man challenged the sorcerer publicly 
and he told him of the wedding date and the people waited 
anxiously. I taught the young man several suggestions on how to 
protect himself from the sorcerer which I will mention soon with 
the Help of Allah (S.W.T.). 

The result was that the young man got married and they had a 
good wedding night and the spell of the sorcerer did not affect 
them. People were amazed and very impressed with the young 
man. It was a victory to the religion and a clear proof of the 
strength of the believers and that Allah protects them from the 
evil people. The reputation of that man soared among his people 
who respected him a lot more and the sorcerer’s status decreased.

The Fortifications against Sorcery 

The First Fortification 

You should eat seven dates every morning on an empty 
stomach. It would be best if the dates were from the Medina, but 
if that is not possible then any other place will suffice. The 
Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Whoever started the morning by eating 
seven dates, then no poison or magic would harm him on that 
day.” 1 

The Second Fortification 

Ablution 

Sorcery and spells cannot harm the person who has made 
ablution. The Muslim who performs ablution will stay under the 
protection of the angels of the Merciful (S.W.T.). Ibn Abbas

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reported that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Purify those bodies 
(with ablution), and may Allah purify you. Any servant of Allah 
who sleeps on ablution (still having the state of purification 
needed for prayer), will have an angel staying in between his 
clothes and his body (meaning as close as possible). Every time 
he turns in his sleep, the angel will supplicate Allah, ‘Oh Allah, 
purify your servant because he slept dean (having performed 
ablution).”’ 1 

The Third Fortification 

The Prayers 

Performing the prayers in congregation gives the Muslim true 
security from Satan. Carelessness about performing the prayers 
together with other Muslims gives Satan a good chance to 
control man. If man is under the control of Satan, then it is easier 
for him to possess that man or whisper evil things in his heart 
Abu Ad-Dardaa' (R.A.A,) said that he heard the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) saying, “Any three (men) living in or outside of a 
village that do not establish a congregational prayer, Satan will 
take control of them. Perform the prayers together since the wolf 
eats the sheep that is far from the herd." 2 

The Fourth Fortification 

Praying at Night {Qiyam Al-Laylf 

Whoever wants to fortify himself from sorcery spells has to 
wake up during the night and pray. One should not neglect the 
night prayers because neglecting it gives Satan a chance to 
control that man. Once Satan is in control, then that person 
becomes a fertile land for sorcery and evil spells. 

Ihn Mas’oud (R.A.A.) narrated that a man was mentioned in 
the presence of the Prophet (S.A.W.), and they said, “He slept all

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night long until the morning (until the morning prayers) and did 
not wake up for prayer (Qiyam AJ-Layl).” The Prophet (S.A.W.) 
said, “Satan urinated in his ear .” 1 

Sa’id Ibn Mansour narrated from Ibn Omar that the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) said, “Any man who woke up in the morning without 
having prayed Witr (a prayer at night where the cycles of bowing 
and prostrating are done an odd number of times) is like someone 
who is dragging something that is the length of seventy arms .” 2 

The Fifth Fortification 

Asking for Refuge when Entering the Toilet 

Satan seizes the opportunity to control a Muslim when he is 
in a place of filth which is the dwelling of satans and evil jinn. 
One of the satans told me that he possessed someone just because 
he forgot to ask refuge with Allah when he entered the toilet. 
However, Allah helped me expel that jinni out of him. 

Another jinni told me that Allah has given us powerful 
weapons with which to annihilate jinn, but we do not use them. I 
asked him what those weapons were and he said that they are the 
Athkar of the Prophet. It was narrated by both Al-Bukhari and 
Muslim that the Prophet (S.A.W.) used to say when he entered 
the toilet, “Allahumma Enni Ao’uthu Bika Mina Al-Khubthi Wal 
Khaba-eth (Oh Allah, I ask refuge with you against the male and 
the female evil jinn).” 

The Sixth Fortification 

Asking Refuge when Starting the Prayer 

Jubair Ibn Mute’em narrated that he heard the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) say when he started to pray, “ Allahu Akbaru Kabira 
Wal-H’amdu Lillahi Kathiran Wa Subh’ana AUahi Bukratan Wa 
Asila (three times) Ao’uthu Mina Ask-Shaitani Ar-Rajeem, Min 
Nqfkhihi, Nafthihi, Wa Hamzihi (In the Name of Allah, and a lot

Fortifying the Woman when Writing the Marriage 
Contract 

After a man and his wife has finished writing the marriage 
contract, he should put his right hand on her forehead and say, 
“Allahtmttta Etrni Asa 'aluka Khairaha Wa Khaira Ma Jabaltaha 
A ‘alyhi Wa Ao’uthu Bika Min Sharriha Wa Sham Ma Jabaltaha 
A’alyhi, Allahumma Bank Lee Fee ha Wo Qeelta Sham 
H'aseden Etha H'asad, Wa Sah'eren El ha Sah'ar, Wa Make re n 
Etha Makar (Oh Allah I ask You her virtue and the virtue that 
she was created with and I ask refuge with You from her evil and 
the evil she was created with. Oh Allah, make her be my 
blessing, and protect her from the evil of envy, and the spell of 
the sorcerer, and any bad plotting against her)," 

The Eighth Fortification 

Start Marriage with Prayer 

Abdullah lbn Mas’oud (R.A.A.) said. “On the wedding 
night have your wife pray behind you two Raka'a and supplicate: 
'Allahumma Bank Lee Fee Ahti Wa BAril Lahuin Fee Allah tuna 
Ejmaa ’ Baynana Ma Jantaa’ta Bi Khair Wa Farreq Baynana 
Etha Farraqta Ela Khair (Oh Allah, bless me with my wife and 
bless her with me. Oh Allah keep us together as long as being 
together is for the good of both of us, and separate us if 
separation is belter for both of us).”* 2

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Fortifying the Couple at the Beginning of Intercourse

“If one of you says when he starts to have intercourse with his 
wife, ‘Bismi Allah, Allahumma Jannebna Ash-Shaitan Wa 
Janneh Ash -Shaitan Ma Ra Zaqtana (in the Name of Allah. Oh 
Allah, protect us from Satan and protect Our offspring from 
Satan) 1 , then that night if they conceived, no Satan can ever harm 
that child 1,1 

A jinni told me after he repented and reverted to Islam that he 
used to sleep with a possessed man and with his wife because the 
man did not say the above Dua'a (supplication). 

May Allah be Glorified; we have great treasures that we do 
not know their value. 

The Tenth Fortification 

A person should perform ablution before going to sleep, and 
then read Ayah Al-Kursi and make Thikr (remembrance) of 
Allah (S.W.T.) until he sleeps. Abu Huraira narrated that Satan 
told him, “Whoever recites Ayah Al-Kursi when he goes to sleep 
will have a protecting angel and no satan can approach him until 
the morning.” When Abu Huraira told the Prophet, he (S.A.W.) 
said, "The liar has told you the truth 

Tire FI even th Fortification 

A person should say the following verses every day after the 
Maghrib (sunset) prayers: 

\ . The first five verses of Surah Al-Haqara 

2. Ayah Al-Kursi and the two following verses 

3. The last three verses of Surah Al-Baqara

The Twelfth Fortification 

A person should say (one hundred times) after the Fajr 
(morning) prayers, “ La llaha Ilia Allah Wah’dahu La Sharika 
Lahu, Lahu Al-Mulk Wa Lahu Al-H'amd Yuh’yi Wa Yumeet Wa 
Huwa A ’ala Kulli Shai-en Qadeer (There is no god but Allah, He 
is One with no partners, to Him belongs the Ownership of 
everything, and to Him belongs all the Praise and He is 
Omnipotent over everything).” It is narrated that the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) said that whoever said that during the day, “It will be as 
if he freed ten slaves, and one hundred rewards will be written 
for him and one hundred sins will be wiped from his record and 
it was a protection from Satan all that day until the evening. No 
other deed can be considered better than it except for someone 
who had done the same and more .” 1 

The Thirteenth Fortification 

When someone enters the mosque, he should say, “ Ao’uthu 
Billahi Al-A ’atheem Wa Bi Wajhihi Al-Kareem Wa Sultanihi Al- 
Qadeem Mina Ash-Shaitanin Ar-Rajeem (I seek refuge with 
Allah the Great; with His Dignified Face and His Everlasting 
Power from the outcast Satan).” 

It is also narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, 
“Whoever said that (the above supplication) then Satan 
would say that he is protected from me for the rest of the 
day .” 2 3 

The Fourteenth Fortification 

A person should say in the morning and in the evening three 
times, “ Bismi Allahi Al-Lathi La Waddurru Ma’a hmihi Shai’

A person should say three times after the prayers of Fajr and

Oh Allah, Your 
soldiers cannot be defeated, and Your Promise cannot be 
unfulfilled. Praise and Glory are Yours).”

These are beneficial fortifications that protect people from 
sorcery in general and the knotting spell in particular. However, 
these fortifications have to be performed with sincerity arid 
conviction. 

A Practical Illustration in Breaking tlic Knotting Spell 

The cases of this spell are numerous and the illustrations are 
many but I will only discuss one illustration to avoid making 
things too long. 

A young man brought me his brother that had just goticn 
married but could not have intercourse with his bride. They had 
gone to soothsayers and other crooks without any results. When 
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they told me that, I asked them to repent to Allah truly and 
sincerely and to refute those villains. In that way his faith would 
be put right and then the treatment could have an effect. The 
brother told me that he believed they were liars when he went to 
them and saw how they dealt with people. I read the Ruqya on 
the man, and I asked them to bring seven leaves of green Sidr, 
but they could not find any. So instead I asked them for seven 
leaves of camphor. I placed the leaves between two stones and 
ground them. Then I put the leaves in water and read Ayah Al- 
Kursi and the Mu’awethat over it and then ordered the patient to 
drink and wash from it. He did that and the spell was broken with 
the Grace of Allah (S.W.T.). 

A Knotting Spell that Turned into Insanity 

There was a man who was very a sane person until his 
wedding night. Then he suddenly changed and started acting 
insane. Spells that backfire are common these days since the 
sorcerers of today are inexperienced and ignorant about the arts 
of sorcery. There is another story of a woman who went to a 
sorcerer asking him to cast a spell on her husband so that he 
would hate all other women and only love her. However, the 
spell backfired and the husband hated all women, including her. 
The woman ended up getting divorced and when she went to the 
sorcerer to break the spell, she found out that he had died. 
Anyhow, the insane man came back to his senses and married his 
wife after I read the Ruqya on water and Sidr leaves and had him 
drink and wash from it. All praise belongs to Allah.

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Chapter Eight 

Treatment of the Effect of the Envious Eye 

Evidence from the Quran about the Effect of the Envious 
Eye 

1. Allah (S.W.T.) said, “And he said: "Oh my sons! Do not 
enter by one gate, but enter by different gates, and I cannot 
avail you against Allah at all. Verily! The decision rests only 
with Allah. In Him, I put my trust and let all those that trust, 
put their trust in Him. And when they entered according to 
their father’s advice, it did not avail them in the least against 
(the Will of) Allah; it was but a need of Ya’qoub’s (Jacob 
(S.A.W.)) inner-self which he discharged. And verily, he was 
endowed with knowledge because We had taught him, but 
most men know not.” (Surah Yusuf, verses 67, 68) 

Al-Hafez Ibn Kathir may Allah have mercy on his soul, said 
while interpreting these two verses: 

“This story in the Quran refers to Jacob (S.A.W.) when he 
prepared the convoy of his sons to leave to Egypt accompanied 
by their youngest brother Benjamin. Jacob advised them not 
enter the city from one gate but to use different gates. According 
to Ibn Abbas, Muhammad Ibn Ka’ab, Mujahed, Ad-Dahak, 
Qutada, As-Sadie and others, this meant that he feared they 
would be envied for their beauty and elegance since they were 
very handsome and dignified men. The envious eye could drop a 
knight off of his horse.” 

“And as for Jacob’s saying, ‘and I cannot avail you against 
Allah at all,’ means that being careful will not stop the destiny 
ordained by Allah or His Fate.” 

“The verse, ‘and when they entered according to their 
father’s advice, it did not avail them in the least against (the Will 
of) Allah; it was but a need of Ya’qoub’s (Jacob (S.A.W.)) inner- 
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self which he discharged,’ means that he wanted to protect them 
from the effect of the envious eye.” 

2. Allah (S.W.T.) said, “And verily, those who disbelieve 
would almost make you slip with their eyes (through hatred) 
when they hear the Reminder (the Quran), and they say: 
‘Verily, he (Muhammad (S.A.W,)) is a madman!’” 

Ibn Abbas, Mujahed and others said, “To make someone slip 
means not only through hatred but through their envious eyes 
because of their hatred. If it had not been for Allah’s protection 
to Muhammad (S.A.W.), they would have harmed him. This 
verse is more evidence of the effect and influence of the envious 
eye. 

Evidence from the Sunnah about the Effect of the 
Envious Eye 

1. Abu Huraira narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, 
“The (envious) eye is true.” 1 

2. A’isha (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, 
“Ask refuge with Allah from the (effect) of the eye for the 
envious eye is true." 2 

3. Ibn Abbas narrated that the Prophet said, “The eye 
(envious) is a true thing and if there was anything to precede 
destiny, it would have been the eye. And if you are asked to 
wash it out then do so.” 

That is if you were asked to wash because you were 
suspected that you were the one who had envied a Muslim 
brother, then you have to do it. 

4. Asmaa’ Bint O’mais (R.A.A.) narrated that she asked the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) about the tribe of Ja’far since they suffered 
from the influence of the envious eye and she wanted to teach

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them Ruqya. He (S.A.W.) said, “Yes, if anything was to 
precede destiny, then it would have been the envious eye.” 1 

5. Abu Tharr (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) 
said, “The envious eye can affect a man, with the Permission 
of Allah, to the extent that he will go up a high place and fall 
from it.” 2 

6. Ibn Abbas narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “The 
envious eye is true and can push the envied over a cliff.” 3 

7. Jaber narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “The 
envious eye can push a man into his grave and a camel into 
the cooking pot.” 4 This hadeeth indicates that the envious eye 
can hit a person and lead to his death and the grave, and can 
hit the camel and push him to get killed, slaughtered and then 
cooked. 

8. Jaber also narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “Most 
of my nation dies, after the destiny of Allah, by the envious 
eye.” 5 6 

9. A’isha narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) used to order 
her to recite Ruqya on herself from the envious eye/’ 

10. Anas Ibn Malik (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet 
(S.A.W.) decreed it lawful that one can read Ruqya to treat 
the envious eye, the snake or scorpion bite, and blisters 
coming out in the side.” 7 

11. Um Salama narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) told us 
when he saw little girl with a yellow mark on her face to 
make Ruqya for her because the mark was from Satan.

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12, Jaber (R.A.A.) narrated that the Prophet (S.A.W.) 
permitted the family of Hazm to read a Ruqya of the snake, 
and he asked Asmaa’ Bint O’mais about the skinny shapes of 
that family and if they were starved. She said, “No, but the 
envious eye often hits them.” He (S.A.W.) said, “Read Ruqya 
on them” She asked him again and he said, “Read Ruqya on 
them.” 1 

The Sayings of the Scholars Regarding Its Reality 

• Al-Hafez Ibn Kathir said, “The envious eye and its 
influence is a reality and it is by the Will of Allah (S.W.T.).” 

• AI-Hafez Ibn Hajar, may Allah have mercy on his soul, 
said. “The reality of the effect of the envious eye is that 
someone who is envious by nature admires with envy 
something that looks good, and the result is that the one 
admired gets harmed. 

• Ibn Al-Athir said, “The effect of the envious eye takes 
place when someone is looked at by an enemy or an envious 
person and that look makes him sick.” 

• Al-Hafez Ibn Al-Qayem said, “Some people whose 
knowledge was limited denied the effect of the envious eye. 
They claimed that it was a mere delusion that has no grounds. 
Those people are among the most ignorant, extremely blind, 
badly mannered, and furthest from the knowledge of the 
secrets of the spirits and souls. The knowledgeable and the 
reasonable know that there are powers beyond our 
comprehension and that the effect of the envious eye is one 
of those powers.” 

He also said, “There is no doubt in my mind that Allah 
(S.W.T.) has created these bodies and souls and has put in them 
powers and different strengths. He gave these creations hidden 
powers and influential effects, A reasonable person would not

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deny the effects of the souls on the bodies; we see that every day. 
Do we not notice that a man’s face gets red when he is shy of 
something or turns yellow when he is afraid of something? 
People have also seen someone making a comment and envying 
another thus causing him to become sick. All of this happens by 
the influence of the spirit on the body. The influence of the eye is 
actually spiritual, but people refer envy to the eye since the eye is 
connected to the soul. The real influence is due to the soul and 
that is why the verse in Surah Al-Falaq refers to the envious 
person and not the envious eye. The evil-spirited person has an 
evil effect on people and that is why Allah ordered us to ask 
refuge with Him against the envious and evil-spirited person. 
The effect of the envious on the envied is a fact only denied by 
those who do not understand the real powers of the human being. 
In a similar way, the snake has evil powers within it which is the 
poison, and it is only when the snake faces an enemy that it takes 
a scary position- scary enough to make a pregnant w'oman 
miscarry. The Prophet (S.A.W.) said of the two-dotted snake and 
the cobra that, ‘They make people not see clearly and make the 
pregnant woman miscarry.’” 1 

“The effect of the envious eye could sometimes occur as a 
result of communication only or by meeting or seeing something, 
or the spirit influences someone vulnerable. Physical change can 
happen as a result of supplication, Ruqya, or reading the 
Mu’awethat. Change can also be a result of delusion and 
illusions. Similarly, the envious eye can have an effect without 
even seeing the envied. The envious person could be blind and 
when he is told about somebody, his spirit launches an arrow to 
the described person and somehow harms him.” 

“In many cases, envious people affect people described to 
them without even seeing them. The effect of the envious eye is 
like an arrow shot from the spirit of the envious at the envied. 
The arrow might hit the target or might miss it. If the envied

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person had no protection, then the arrow would sure have an 
effect. However if the envied person was careful and protected, 
then the arrow would miss him or even backfire in the face the 
envious one." 

“Envy originates from the admiration of the envious for a 
certain thing, but since his spirit is an evil one, it poisons the 
arrow of the look and harms the envied. The envious sometimes 
might envy and harm himself. Others can envy without meaning 
to.” 

The Difference between the Envious eye and Envy 

1. Envy is more general and the envious eye is more 
specific. The one who has the envious eye is one case of 
envy. Everyone who has the envious eye is an envious 
person, but not every envious person has the envious eye. 
That is why the Quranic verse mentioned the envious in 
Surah Al-Falaq since asking refuge from him includes 
asking refuge from the person with an envious eye too. The 
verse is another proof that the Quran encompasses 
everything and proves its miracle. 

2. Envy is a result of hatred, animosity, and wishing 
others’ bounties to dissolve. However, the envious eye can 
hit someone while admiring, glorifying, and thinking too 
highly of something about him. 

3. The envious and the envious eye both have a bad effect 
on the envied. They differ in their origin. Envy originates 
from hatred of the heart and thinking that the envied is too 
wealthy or too happy and wishing that the envied would 
lose everything. As for the envious eye the harm originates 
from a spark of the eye and that harm could hit someone or 
something that the person with an envious eye does not 
really envy. He could even harm himself since he could 
admire something about himself and the evil of his spirit 
will cause harm. 
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4. The envious can envy something that is expected to 
happen before it happens, whereas the envious eye will 
harm someone or something that already exists. 

5. The envious does not envy himself or his wealth, but 
the person with the envious eye could harm himself and his 
wealth. 

6. Envy only comes out of an evil person who hates 
others, but the person with an envious eye could be a pious 
man that causes harm with his eye unintentionally just by 
admiring the envied; even though he does not wish for the 
envied to lose the bounties. The same thing happened to 
Amer Ibn Rabia’ah when he envied Sahl Ibn Hunaif with 
an envious eye despite the fact that Amer (R.A.A.) is from 
the first Muslims and from the people of Badr. Among the 
scholars who differentiated between the envious and the 
envious eye are Ibn Al-Jawzi, Ibn Af-Qayyem, Ibn Hajar, 
Al-Nawawi, and others. 

The Muslim when he sees something that he admires should 
supplicate Allah to bless it whether that thing belonged to him or 
to someone else. The Prophet (S.A.W.) told Amer in the hadeeth 
about Sahl Ibn Hunaif that he should have supplicated to bless 
the thing that caused him to envy Sahl. Supplication for the 
person stops the effects of the envious eye. 

The Jinn Envy Humans with Envious Eyes 

1. Abu Sa’id Al-Khudri (R.A.A.) narrated, “The Prophet 
(S.A.W.) used to seek refuge with Allah from the envious eye 
of the jinn, and then from the envious eye of humans and 
when the Mu’awethat were revealed, he supplicated with 
them and left the rest.” 1 

2. Our mother Um Salarna (R.A.A.) narrated that the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) saw a little girl in her house who had a

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black spot on her face. He (S.A.W.) said, “Read Ruqya on 
her because she is hit with the Nathra (envious eye of the 
jinn),” 

From the two hadcelhs we conclude that the envious eye falls 
from both the jinn and the humans. Every Muslim should 
mention Allah's name on everything he sees or does, so that 
when he lakes his clothes off or looks in the mirror or docs 
anything he pushes away the evil of the eye from the jinn and 
everyone else. 

The Treatment 

There are many methods of treating the effects of the envious 
eye. Some of the treatments are described below. 

First Method 

If the envious person is known, then he is asked to wash and 
the water he used is then taken and poured on the envied person. 
In that way, he will be cured, Allah willing. 

It is narrated that Ahu Omama Ibn Sahl I bn Hunaif said, "My 
father Sahl bathed in a ptacc called Al-Kharar. Once he took off 
his cloak while Amer Ibn Rabia’uh was there looking at him. 
Sahl was a very white person, so Amer said, T have never seen 
such white skin before. He is whiter than a virgin hidden in her 
tent.’ Sahl became sick and then his case worsened. When the 
Prophet was told, he (S.A.W.) asked if they suspected that it was 
the result of an envious eye. They said, 'Amer Ibn Rabia’ah.’ He 
(S.A.W.) summoned Amer and said to him, ‘Why do you try to 
kill your own brother? Why did not you supplicate a blessing for 
him? Go wash for him.' Amer washed his face, hands, elbows, 
knees, feet, and inside his cloak. Then they washed Sahl with the 
used water, and he was immediately healed .” 1

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How is the washing done? 

Ibn Shehab Al-Zuhri said, “The method of washing that we 
learned from our teachers is to bring the person with the envious 
eye a pot full of water. He takes water from it and washes his 
mouth with it, and then spits it out on his feet. Next he takes 
some more water from the pot with his left hand and washes his 
right hand with it and lets the water drip back into the pot. Then 
he takes water with his right hand and washes his left and lets the 
water drip back into the pot. In the same manner, he washes his 
right arm up to the elbow with his left hand and his left arm up to 
the elbow with his right hand while letting the water drip back in 
the pot. Then again with his left hand, he washes right foot first 
and with his right hand, he washes his left foot. Then with his left 
hand, he washes his right knee and with his right hand, he 
washes his left knee. Again the used water should be dripping 
back in the pot. Last, he pours water inside his clothes and lets 
the water be saved in the pot, The pot should not be on the 
ground at any time. Then the used water should then be poured 
on the head of the envied person ail at once. 

The Lawfulness of Washing the Person with the Envious Eye 

1. The Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “The (envious) eye is a true 
thing and if there was anything to precede destiny, it would 
have been the eye. If you are asked to wash it out, then do 
so.” 1 

2. A’isha (R.A.A.) said, “The person with the envious eye 
used to be ordered to perform ablution and then the envied 
person would wash from the used water.” 2 

The above two hadeeths and others are clear proofs that the 
ablution or washing of the person with the envious eye to cure 
the envied is lawful.

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Put a hand on the head of the envied person and say, “ Bismi 
Allahi Urqeek Wa Allahu Yashfeek Min Kulli Da-en U’theek, Wa 
Min Kulli Nafsen Aou A’aini H’aseden Allahu Yashfeek, Bismi 
Allahi Uerqeek (In the Name of Allah I read Ruqya on you, and 
it is Allah who truly cures you for every disease that harms you 
and Allah will cure you from every evil spirit or envious eye; in 
the Name of Allah, I read Ruqya on you). 1 ” 

You repeat the above supplication three, five, seven, or nine 
times. 

The Third Method 

Put a hand on the head of the envied person and say, “ Bismi 
Allahi Yubreek Min Kulli Da-en Yashfeek, Wa Min Sharri 
H’aseden Etha Hasad, Wa Min Sharri Kulli A'yn (In the Name 
of Allah, He is the One Who cures you and from every disease 
He gets you well and from the evil of the envious and the evil of 
anyone who has the envious eye).” 2 

You repeat this supplication five or seven times. 

The Fourth Method 

Put a hand on the head of the envied person and say, 
“ Allahumma Rabba An-Nass Ath-heb Al-Ba’as Washfee Anta 
Ash-Shafee La Shifa’a Ilia Shifa-u’k Shifa-an La Yughaderu 
Saqaman (Oh Allah, Lord of the people, send away the hardship 
and please cure him. You are the Curer; there is no cure but Your 
Cure, a cure that is not overcome by disease).” 3 

You repeat the above supplication seven times.

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Place your hand on the place of pain and read Ruqya of the 
Mu’awethat. Repeat them seven times. 

The Sixth Method 

Bring a pot of water and read the Mu’awethat on it. Then say, 
'"‘Allahumma Rabba An- N ass Ath-heb Al-Ba’as Washfee Anta 
Ash-Shafee La Shi fa ’a Ilia Shifa-u’k Shifa-an La Yughaderu 
Saqaman (Oh Allah, Lord of the people, send away the hardship 
and please cure him. You are the Curer; there is no cure but Your 
Cure, a cure that is not overcome by disease).” Repeat that three 
times. 

“ Bismi Allahi Urqeek Wa Atlahu Yashfeek Min Kitlli Da-en 
U’theek, Wa Min Kulli Nafsen Aon A ’ami H’aseden Allahu 
Yashfeek, Bismi Allahi Uerqeek (In the Name of Allah I read 
Ruqya on you. It is Allah who truly cures you from every disease 
that harms you, and Allah will cure you from every evil spirit or 
envious eye. In the Name of Allah, I read Ruqya on you).” Say 
that three times. 

The all the water is then poured on the head of the envied 
person from above in such a way as to wash all of his body, and 
he will be cured, Allah willing. 

Practical Illustrations of Treating the Effect of the Eye 

The First Illustration 

A Baby Refuses His Mother’s Breast 

I was visiting with some friends who mentioned to me the 
story of a baby who had refused to take his mother’s breast a few 
days earlier. Before that, he had been breastfeeding normally. I 
asked them to bring the baby to me. When they brought him, I 
read Ruqya on him with the Mu’awethat and a few supplications. 
I gave back the baby to return him to his mother. They told me 
later that he immediately took the breast after the Ruqya was 
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read on him. Praise be to Allah, and there is no might or power 
except in Allah. 

The Second Illustration 

A Boy Stops Talking 

There was a very smart boy who was first in his class, and he 
was in middle school. He was the spokesman of the class and 
would even give speeches on occasions. One day another kid 
from his village died and he went with his family to give 
condolences. He stood up in the middle of the crowd and gave 
them an eloquent speech that reminded them of Allah and the 
Day of Judgment. That night the boy went home and he could 
not speak one word as if he had suddenly become dumb. His 
father could not believe what had happened to his son and he 
took him to the hospital. The doctors ran tests on him without 
being able to diagnose his case. 

When they brought him to me, tears came to my eyes since I 
knew the child and knew of his Islamic activity at school. I asked 
the father about what had exactly happened and the father told 
me the story. I figured that the boy had suffered from an envious 
eye, so I read the Ruqya of the Mu’awethat on water. I told his 
father to have the boy drink and wash from the water for seven 
days and then to bring him back to me. In seven days, the child 
was well and went back to giving his eloquent speeches. I taught 
him the fortifications of the morning and the evening and asked 
him to keep saying them every day. 

Praises belong to Allah; there is no might or power except in 
Allah. 

The Third Illustration 

A Strange Matter 

This incident happened in our home. In summary, a man and 
an old woman came to my house. 1 welcomed the man into the 
living room, and he started telling me his mother’s story. The old 
woman at first went inside with my wife but then I called her to
